“In 1912 we informed the German 
Government that Great Britain 
declared that she would neither 
make nor join in an unprovoked 
attack on Germany or aggre 
Germany not provided in any 
agreement to which Great Britain 
wasa party. But Germany demand- 
ed of us in addition, and at a time 
when she was enormously increasing 
her forces, especially on the sea, 
that we should go further and pledge 
our neutrality if Germany engaged 
in war. 

“Though we have consistently 
worked for peace to avoid the 
catatrophe of war, yet we could not 
give Germany a free hand whenever 
she selected her opportunity to do- 
minate the European world and we 
refused to make any such engage- 
ment. 

“Four weeks ago I asked my 
countrymen how we could have 
stood aloof to seo a wanton invasion 
‘of France and Belgium by hordes 
who leave behind them s dismal 
trail of savagery, devastation and 
desecration worthy of the blackest 
annals of the history of barbariem. 
Since then wo have seen still more 
clearly written in letters of carnage 
and spoliation the real aim of this 
long prepared scheme against the 
liberties of Europe. We still believe 
in treaties and in the rights of the 
weak and the duties of the strong, 
and we look forward at the end of

DEMAND FOR ACTION 

AGAINST JAPAN. - 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Oct. 3. 

‘The members of the Council of 
State, after several jingoist speech- 
es, have sent a long interpellation 
to the Government asking what 
steps are being taken to safeguard 
China’s nationalism against the 
Japanese. 

The interpellators are not com- 
plimentary to their diplomats. They 
also ask how it comes about that 
Great Britain is fighting in Europe 
to uphold the neutrality of Belgium, 
when she is allied with » Power 
which is now violating the neutrality 
of China. 

Several military members of the 
Council talked of war, but there is 
no need to regard this ebullition too 
seriously. The Council of State 
must take this occasion by the hand 
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to show the country that it possesses 
@ voice, otherwise if it sacrificed 
this opportunity it might bring from 
the country a challenge that the pre- 
sent system is unable to safeguard 
the country in a time of crisis, coupl- 
ed a demand for a properly 
constituted Parliament. 

The high officials realize that it 
would be fatal for China to enter the 
s against Japan, and they are 
doing their utmost to restrain 
popular feelings in Shantung and 
eleewhere in order to prevent a colli- 
sion. 

Negotiations are now proceeding 
for an amicable settlement of the 
question of the occupation of the 
German railway and it is hoped that 
these will succeed. 

In reply to China's protest, Japan 
contends that the line is actually 
German States property which she 
is entitled to occupy and which she 
must occupy for strategical pur- 
pores, but this China will refuse to 
admit.

It is purely a 
German company and is in the na- 
ture of a public’ property directly 
controlled by the German Govern- 
ment. In reality it is part of the 
leased territory of Kiaochou, being 
an extension thereof, while, accord- 
ing to the company’s rules of 
association and the charter granted 
by the German Government, under 
which it is worked, it is a German 
company. 

The above facts are indisputable 
and, in view of the manner in which 
the railway is worked, it is im- 
possible to divide it up. The fact’ 
that a nection of the line to the 
westward of Weihsien is within neu- 
tral territory cannot alter the ori- 
ginal German status of the railway.

Liang 
Chi-chao proposed, with the full 
consent of the house, that the 
Tsanchengyuan, as the represent- 
ative of the people, address an inter- 
pellation to the President asking’ 
him to inform them about tho recent’ 
diplomatic negotiations which pre-| 
ceeded the movements of the Japan- 
ese and British troops in Shantung. 
Thess movements involved the 
Bravest consequences for China. 
The Government should not look 
with indifference upon the Japanese 
outrages in Shantung. 

Liang Chi-chao was followed by 
Hou Shao-chen, the military advisor 
to the President, who declared, that 
this was really a life and death 
struggle for China. “We cannot! 
longer rely on the balance of power 
for our national existence, We m 
fear that Japan will occupy not only 
Shantung, but will also disturb the 
peace of the whole of China.” 

General Chao Wei-hsi stated: “It 
the Chinese dislike to become slaves, 
there is hope that this big nation 
will again become strong. 

General Wang Yi-tang said: “This 
is a diplomatic question, but diplo- 
macy should be supported by force. 
We shall ask the Government, what 
measures they are going to adopt.” 

Wang Yin-chuang said: “We 
should make preparations at once 
to cope with the situation, We will 
be forced to do what we can.”

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THE FATE OF 
TSINGTAO. 
Oct. 3. 


The fate of Tsingtao has a 
reality for British residents in the! 
Far East, an appeal to their sym- 
pathies, of a kind that no other 
phase of the war can offer. 
Galicia, Poland and East Prussia 
are for the majority, even in re- 
gions much nearer to them than 
China, mere geographical expres- 
sions. With Belgium and France 
‘we can do better in conjuring up 
some of the scenes of fighting, al- 
though distance, time and the 
fleeting nature of the first im- 
pression have combined to blur the 
sharpness of the picture. But 
Tsingtao and its broad and well 
kept roads, now splashed with 
fragments of shell and rutted with 
gun-carriage wheels; its wooded 
hills, where years of exquisite 
horticulture will be ruined by the 
duel between invader and invad- 
ed; the rolling cornfields dotted 
with pretty hamlets, but now 
mined and fenced with live wire 
the calm sunset waters of the ba; 
now trembling to the roar of 
great guns—all these pleasant 
scenes, now distorted by the fury 
of war, have been familiarized by 
many a good holiday. And if this 
tiny outlying theatre of the world 
war is well known through the 
Far East, so are the men who 
occupy the tragic stage. It is 
well remembered how, when a 
wicked slander was published of 
the British Vice-Consul, the Gov- 
ernor of Kiaochou spontaneously 
wrote to the paper in question to’ 
contradict the falsehood: and for’ 
those who know the Governor, 
the act is typical. Under his) 
command to-day are thousands! 
with whom their present enemies! 
have dined and danced and lived 
on terms of intimacy and good 
fellowship. And thus Britons in 
the Far Bast have good cause to 
regret the doom that hangs over 
Tsingtao and its defenders, to 
whom the Kaiser’s telegram offers) 
but the choice of deaths, by the 
enemies’ hand or their own. There 
is no merev in Potsdam for Ad- 
miral Mever-Waldeck. 

It is necessary to guard against 
false sentiment. Regret for the 
destruction of the amenities of 
Tsingtao, sympathy for the 
wretched plight of her garrison 
cannot be allowed to obscure the 
facts of the case. When the 
German ‘Admiralty decided to 
make Tsingtao a thorn in the side 
of trade in the China seas, they 







could not plead ignorance to ex- 
cuse the consequences of their 
blunder. Let those who are still 
disposed to question the righteous-| 
ness of Japan’s being joined in 
the war study the terms of the 
|Anglo-Japaneso Alliance. Unlike| 
the Dual and Triple Alliances, the 
terms of which are known only 
by a few, the compact between 
Great Britain and Japan has al- 
ways been available to the whole 
world. There is more than one 
clause in it which would seem 
to have been almost designedly’ 
framed to meet the circumstances)

For 
whatever the issue of the war,’ 
the fate of Tsingtao would be the’ 
same without the need of firing 
one rifle shot in its defence, If 
Prussianism conquers, Germany 
retains Tsingtao; .if it be con- 
quered, Tsingtao would be lost in 
any case. And as for German 
prestige in China, the only im- 
pression made upon the Chinese 
is that of the folly of fighting » 
position that can neither be suc- 
coured nor saved. It may be that 
even at the last moment wiser 
counsels may prevail. Some lose 
of life there has been, but the 
worst is only now about to begin 
as the Japanese close in upon the 
area of the big forts, and there 
might yet be time to cry halt. 
But though we hope so we cannot 
dare to expect it. In too many 
respects has Prussianism proved 
its carelessness of humane con- 
siderations. But of all the mil- 
lions whotn it sends to their death, 
there are none through whom this 
despotism incurs @ heavier load of 
responsibility than the defenders 
of Tsingtao. 





THE WHITE BOOK. 
Oct. 5, 

Shortly after the beginning of 
the war the Foreign Office pub- 
lished a White Book of exception- 
al interest, which contains the 
correspondence between Sir Ed- 
ward Grey and: the British Am- 
bassadors at the various European 





But these thoughts only serve 
to accentuate the wicked folly ex- 
emplified in the story of Tsingtao. 
However dogged the resistance, 
it is not underrating the skill and 
bravery of the defenders to say 
that there can be but the one end. 
Tn losing Tsingtao, the Prussian 
oligarchy loses for Germany far 
more than a protectorate. With- 
in the circle of the Bismarck and 
Moltke hills, there are some thou- 
sands of reservists. These men’ 
lives from the standpoint of Ger 
man interests in China are of 
special value to their country. 
‘They are men who have spent in 
the aggregate many years in 
China; and apart from the pre- 
sent loss to German trade while 
they man the Tsingtao trenches, 
the sum total of their knowledge 
of this country and the conditions 
of commerce in the Far East can- 











capitals from July 20 to August 4 
of this year. Some idea of the 
activity displayed by the Foreign 
Office during this period of barely 
a fortnight may be gathered from 
the fact that the White Book con- 
tains over 150 documents, almost 
all of the utmost importance and 
the greatest gravity. Written ob- 
viously with the greatest care, 
these despatches to and from the 
Ambassadors at the different capi- 
tals report the views taken by 
statesmen in Berlin, Petrograd, 
Paris, Rome, Vienna, London and 
elsewhere, and reflect the differ- 
ent sentiments guiding the policy 
in each country; and although 
events moved with such rapidity 
that it is difficult to summarize 
the effect of these despatches in 
@ succinct form, it is possible to 





gather from them, with » very 
fair degree of accuracy, what at- 
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itude each country adopted to- 
wards the crisis caused by the 
murder of the Archduke Francis. 

The cause of the crisis was the 
presentation by the Austro-Hun- 
gerian Government of certain de- 
mands on the Servian Govern- 
ment coupled with a time limi 
of forty-eight hours in which 
Servia “was required to give a 
favourable reply. Sir Edward 
Grey characterized the Austrian 
Note as the niost formidable docu-. 
ment ever presented in his ex- 
perience to an independent coun- 
try, and the opinion in Vienna| 
appears to have been that the 
existence of Austria as a great 
Power was at stake and that it] 
was indispensable for her con-| 
tinned prestige that she should 
“punish” Servia. Tn truth and, 
in fact Austria considered that 
she had at last a fair opportunity 
to segregate Servia from Russian 
influence and her Balkan allies 
and to reduce her to the Austrian 
sphere of influence. Germany 
had obviously been committed 
beforehand ; and it is abundantly 
clear that Germany was deter- 
mined to keep the ring and to 
see that no other Power inter- 
fered between Austria and her 
chastisement of Servia. In Petro- 
grad a most serious view was taken 
of the situation, as neither Rus- 
sian policy nor public opinion 
would tolerate Austria reducing a 
kindred Slav and independent na- 
tion to vassalage ; and the Minis- 
try at Petrograd were determined 
to prevent Austria and Germany 
from depriving Servia of her in- 
dependence, while willing that 
Servia should be compelled to 
make the amende honorable for 
any misdeeds towards Austria. 
The abruptness and severity of 
Austrian demands naturally pro- 
voked Russia to intervene in the 
matter. In England there was 
no disposition to go to extremes 
over a Servian quarrel and Sir 
Edward Grey exerted himself to! 
keep the peace between the Great 
Powers, and to cause the Austrian 
demands to be referred to other 
less interested Powers. This 
could have been done if Germany 
had lifted a finger to assist in the 
work of mediation. But the Ger- 
man statesmen, while professing 
anxiety to maintain peace, thwart- 
ed and obstructed every step taken 
to mediate, and secretly encour- 
aged Austria in her uncompromis- 
ing attitude. The German Am- 
baseador in Petrograd reported to: 
his Government that Russia would 

















Russophobe ; and it is clear that! 
the German Foreign Office was 50 
set on carrying out its own pre- 
conceived plan that it failed to 
notice indications of the coming 
storm in other countries. Up to 
the last Germany flattered herself 
that Britain would remain neu- 
tral, and the German view appears 
to have been that the time had 
come for asserting German pre- 
dominance in the Balkans. 

The production of this White 
Paper convinced politicians of 
every shade at Home that Sir 
Edward Grey had done his utmost 
to maintain peace, and that peace 
could have been maintained if| 
Germany had wished to maintain 
it. In view of the German mis- 
conceptions of the policy of other 
countries, it is difficult to say 
whether Germany actually wanted 
war or merely believed that she 
could carry through ther plan 
without active opposition. There 
are strong indications that the 
latter is the more correct view, 
ag the firmness shown by Russia 
and Britain obviously came as a 
matter of surprise to the German 
Ministers. ‘The breaking point 
with Britain came over the ques- 
tion of Belgian neutrality as all 
the world now knows, and the 
despatches dealing with this ques- 
tion are the most interesting from 
an English point of view in the 
book. There is one last point 
which deserves to be known by, 
the world, and that is Sir Ed- 
ward Grey's resolute refusal to 
make binding engagements before 
the necessity for making them 
became absolutely clear. When 
the crisis first arose, both Russia’ 
and France urged Britain to pro- 
claim her solidarity with them, 
because that alone, they said, 
would convince Germany of the 
seriousness of the situation snd 
the imminent danger of war. Sir| 
Edward Grey, declined because, in 
his opinion, the time had not 
come for threatening Germany.

THE BATTLE OF 
AUGUSTOVO. 


Uct. 6. 


To those who are a little dis. 
posed to take the reports of Rus- 
sian successes with a pinch of 
salt, one thonght may be sug- 
gested. At least there appears to 
have been no attempt to call a 
reverse a victory. When General 
Rennenkampf was compelled to 
fall back again, after the some- 
what spectacular raid on East 
Prussia in the latter end of 
August, we were told promptly 
and quietly of the fact. There- 
after the Russian Censorate simp- 
ly shut its mouth on the doings 
in north-west Poland as it had 
every right to do. Whether 
General Rennenkampf’s  retire~ 
ment was costly or not we do 

German telegrams 
ved a great victory in 
that field, and we do not under- 
rate German ability to strike heavy 
blows. But even while General 
Rennenkampf appeared to be at 
the summit of his glory, those 
who had knowledge of Russia’s 
plans of mobilization reiterated 
that be would have to come back, 
that his raid was only intended to 
divert German attentions from 
the real line of Russian forma- 
tion, which was never intended to 
take place at much less than 
seventy or eighty miles inside the 
frontier, to which point the Rus- 
sian General Staff was fully pre- 
pared to see the enemy penetrate 
at the beginning of the war, 
owing to the slowness of Russian 
mobilization consequent upon 
vast country and scarce railroads. 
Is this, then, the real Russian 
advance on which the curtain now 
lifts in Poland? There are rea- 
sons for thinking so. The re- 
ports of the fighting to-day are 
very different from those of a 
month ago. Then there seemed 
to be hardly any resistance to 
General Rennenkampf's theteorie 
occupation of point after point 
Now every step of the way has 
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been furiously contested. Every: 
circumstance points to a very 
great battle, and victory has not 
been to the Germans, 

Of what has happened during 
the past four weeks one can only 
make a guess, But it seems 
clear that after forcing General 
Rennenkampf back from Allens- 
tein, the Germans overran the 
Suwalki and Lomza Govern- 
ments, invested the fortress of 
Ossovez (which lies half way be- 





_tween the two) established them- 





sat Augustovo, which, with 
its forests and adjacent lakes, is’ 
a naturally strong point, and 
threw out a force to Druskeniki 
and Simno on the Niemen. Some- 
where behind that river it is also 
clear that the Russian forces were 
amassing, and by about September 
24 they were ‘ready to move. 
Further southwards the Russi 
formation must have been place: 
tmuch further west (as it — well 
tight have been, following the 
curve of the frontier) for the 
battle was joined on a line from 
Ossovez, through Druskeniki to 
Simno. No result was felt until 
about the 28th when the Russian 
forces drove back the Germans: 
from Druskeni through Ka- 
priova to Augustovo—the line 
runs nearly due east and west. 
Meanwhile northwards and south- 
wards successes were being gained 
between Simno and Suwalki, and 
Szezuczyn and Grajevo, the im- 
portance of which lies in the fact 
that they constitute a double 
flanking movement on the Ger- 
man stronghold at Augustovo. 
The German generals realized 
the danger of the position and 
made desperate efforts to stem the 
Russian tide, along the forest out- 
lets westwards of Angustovo. 
Reinforcements were hurried for- 
ward from Lyck, an important 
railway centre nearly due west of 
Augustovo; the force investing 
Ossovez which is between Sz 
znezyn and Grajevo retired hur- 
riedly northwards, evidently to 
strengthen the line of communica- 
tions from Lyck to Augustovo, 
and a desperate offensive was 
taken between Borzymen  west- 
wards, and Raczki or Ratchi 
northwestwards, of Augustovo, 
apparently to drive a wedge be- 
tween the Russian centre and 
the right wing coming in 
from Suwalki. ‘This offensive 
failed, though pressed with great 
spirit; Russian forces, possibly 
from Grajevo, begun to close in on 
the west of Augustovo, and with 
the central attack driving hard 
the Germans were caught on 
three sides. 



































We may discount enthusiastic 
allusions to a great German rout, 
disorderly retreat and immense 
capture of booty. Yet the geo- 
graphical sequence of events and 
the rapidity of the Russian move- 
ments, considering the rugged 
nature of the ground, leave no 
material doubt that the Germans 
have suffered a solid reverse and 
have been compelled to evacuate 
practically all Poland northwards 
of Lomza.

The fact was, says the Ambas-

that, at the request of very highly 
placed persons, Herr Ballin’s in- 
terest had been transferred to an- 
other more delicate, more or less 
secret organization devised to un- 
dertake those duties which concern- 
ed the German reputation abroad. 
‘We do not like to suggest that 
the secrecy of the new plan en- 
dowed it with any special atfrac- 
tion in German eyes, but certain- 
ly it caught on wonderfully. The 
various firms taken into the con- 
fidence of the Imperial Foreign 
Office promised an annual sub- 
vention of £25,000, twice what 
was asked of them, to which the 
Imperial Foreign ‘Office added 
£12,500 “‘the whole Secret Ser- 
vice Fund in fact, at its disposal 
for similar purposes, e.g. for the 
payment of subsidies to certain 
papers abroad,” (the existence of 
which fund is already sufficiently 
instructive). It is alleged, but this 
has since been indignantly de- 
nied in Paris, that the 
Agence Havas was prevailed upon 
to accept, in future, only news 
about Germans that came through 
the Wolff Bureau; and it was de- 
cided that if Reuter could not be 
won over to the same docility, a 
small German news agency was 
to be bolstered up to run in com- 
petition with it. Special cable 
rates abroad were secured for 
press messages, and the firms 
concerned in the, scheme under- 
took to reserve their advertise- 
ments abroad exclusively for 
those newspapers which should 
submit to the spoon-feeding of 
Unter den Linden. “It does not 
seem to have occurred to the pro- 
moters of the scheme,” says Sir 
William Goschen drily, ‘that 
they are preparing the ground 
for a vast system of international 
blackmail—hardly a proper way 
to reach the desired end.” 

‘That is one point of view. An- 
other is the essential futility of 
the scheme. Even if the thing 
could be kept secret, as of course 
it could never be, editors of re- 
putable papers do not jump at 
gratuitous articles on foreign af- 
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irs, the purport of which every 
ie betrays, especially when ac- 
‘companied by a bribe in the shape 
of lucrative advertisements. Soon-' 
er or later the paper that does 
such things is found out, and its 
prestige and business value de- 
cline accordingly. There are 
times when it is convenient, and 
perfectly legitimate, that a paper 
should enunciate the Govern- 
ments policy. But consciously to 
tamper with facts at official  in- 
spiration is a piece of stupidity 
that no paper which valued its re- 
putation would dream of com- 
mitting. What has happened to 
the German Weltverein since the 
inadvertent publication’ of the 
‘Deutsche Export Reoue" we do 
not know. The war has opened 
up a new field of activity, and 
the foreign agents of the German 
Preas Bureau have relinquished 
the laborious task of inventing 
“truths” about Germany for the 
simpler one of telling  untruths 
about her enemies. Even here 
they have been found out. Even 
the unsophisticated Chinese be- 
gins to look doubtfully at the 
news which, though printed in 
his own language, bears so plain- 
ly the impress ‘made in Ger- 
many." 





SHANGHAI BRITISH 
VOLUNTEERS. 
Oct. 8. 


In response to a telegram from 
Sir Everard Fraser the War 
Office has definitely accepted the 
offer of a contingent of volunteers 
from Shanghai for service with 
the Allied armies. The scheme 
has undergone various changes 
since it was first mooted. With 
these we need not be farther 
concerned. The enterprise is 
now in the hands of the China 
Association, cooperating with His 
Majesty’s Consul-General; and 
already above one hundred _ ser- 
viceable men are available from 
Shanghai alone. If we add in the 
applications which have come 
from the outports, Japan and 
elsewhere, that number is far ex- 
ceeded. But it has been found 
necessary to leave these other 
centres to some extent to look 
after their own men, under the 
guidance of their respective Bri- 
tish Consuls: for the moment we 
are concerned only with the men 
from Shanghai. It is not strictly 
correct to speak of » Shanghai 
contingent. It stands to reason 
that the men who go must be 
prepared to be drafted anywhere 
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and into any regiment that needs 
them, whether singly or in groups: 
And in this spirit the men have 
volunteered. They make an open 
offer: ‘I am fit, I have such- 
and-such training and qualifica- 
tions, I will serve the Empire 
wherever it calls upon me to do 
so.” As things turn out, thé 
call has come for Europe, and we 
have Mr. Asquith’s sssuranca 
that, as far as possible, volun- 
teers from the same locality wilt 
be kept together. 

So as the Shanghai contingent 
we may think of them, and it is on 
behalf of a Shanghai contingent 
that an appeal for funds is made. 
It is intended to send off about 
one hundred men at once, a ship 
being available within the next 
few days. Some of the men will 
be able to pay at least a part of 
the steerage passage. But the 
majority must be paid for, aa 
indeed it is only right that ‘they, 
should be. The Chins Associa- 
tion is making an appeal to ite 
members, each of whom will be 
asked, turn, to collect sub- 
scriptions from his friends; and 
to all British readers the same 
‘appeal is made through this pa- 
per for funds, to be sent to Mr. 
L. E. Canning, secretary of the 
China Association, c/o Messra. 
Scott, Harding, 6 Peking Road. 
We do not doubt that the re- 
quisite money will be forth- 
coming. Not only as fighting 
men will these volunteers be use- 
ful at Home. The moral effect 
of such a contingent in Britain 
must be great. When the War 
Office can say to the country, 
“These men have thrown up 
their business and have come half 
across the world from China to 
serve their King,” the influence 
on recruiting at Home cannot be

THE WORLD'S 
DREADNOUGHTs. 


Oct. 8. 

‘The revised edition of the table 
of Droadnoughts of the World 
issued by the Navy League, but: 
compiled by Mr. Alan Burgoyne, 
is of more than usual interest this 
year owing to the war. The ac. 
‘curacy of Mr. Burgoyne’s figures 
is beyond reproach and all those 
interested in Navy affairs are in- 
debted to him for the work which 
for the past six years he has given 
to us. It appears that no fewer 
than 172 Dreadnoughts are now 
built, building, or projected, for 
the fourteen countries which have 
adopted this class of vessel in 
their navies. Only eighty-four, 
however, or less than half the 
number, are completed ships. As 
regards the relative strength of 
the Powers, Great Britain stands| 
first with twenty-nine completed 
ships, Germany second with 
seventeen, and America and 
France tie for third place with 
ten each. Japan has five, Italy 
four, Austria three, and Spain, 
Brazil and Argentina two each. 
It will thus be seen that Great 
Britain's total is above a two- 
Power standard, calculated in re- 
ference to the next strongest 
Powers, and is also above the 
total of the former Triple 
Alliance. Taking uncompleted 
ships into account, however, we 

lave forty-six, as against the 
thirty of the next two strongest 
Powers—which happen to be 
Germany and France—while the 
totals for Germany (28), Italy 
(10), and Austria (8) make 
equality with that of Great Bri- 
tain. In regard to the standard 
of sixty per cent. superiority 
over Germany, this is also shown 
by the table to have been main- 
tained up to the present time, 
Whether all ships or only. com. 
Pleted ships are considered. 
compared with Germany's seven. 
teen completed vessels, we re. 
quire twenty-seven and have 
twenty-nine, including the Aus- 
tralia; and as compared with her 
twenty-eight vessels built, build. 
ing, or authorized, we ‘require 
forty-five and have forty-six. 
There is more than cause for 
satisfaction that the figures show 
our position to be a fairly good 
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one, though an examination of 
the information supplied in- 
dicates that it might have been 
reasonably better. ‘The middle of 
the year usually finds our  pre- 
ponderance greater than at other 
times, for we complete our ves 
sels mostly in the spring and the 
Germans in the autumn. There 
are only two British Dread- 
noughts, the Emperor of India 
and Tiger, shown as due for com- 
missioning before the end of this 
year, whereas Germany has the 
four of her 1911 programme com- 
ing into commission by Novem- 
ber, or perhaps sooner. Apart 
from matter connected with —re- 
lative strength, the new table is 
aluable for the particulars it 
gives in regard to displacement, 
speed, gun-power, and dates of 
building of individual ships, as 
well as rates of construction and 
cost per ton.

VOLUNTEERS FOR ACTIVE 
SERVICE. 

A good deal has been said, and, 
perhaps, still more thought, im 
Shanghai upon the subject of re- 
cruiting for the army in Great Bri- 
tain. Many persons have deprecat- 
ed the action of Ministers in speak- 
ing at “recruiting meetings,” while 
others have been convinced of the 
need of explaining to every subject 
the causes that led to the war. At 
the moment, however, it is felt that 
the recruiting has not been so briek 
as might have been expected. But, 
as our London correspondent shows, 
there is @ division of opinion on the 
subject. At all events the response 
to Lord Kitchener’s first call was 
spontancous, and the Territorialy 
have fully justified their existence, 
Our correspondent, in referring to 
later recruiting, however, says that 
“‘there are many who are far from 
endorsing the eulogism which is 
here bestowed upon the young 
manhood of Britain as a whole.” 
Women ask wi “the majority 
should be allowed to shirk and to 
share thereafter in the heritage 
which the patriots will save for them, 
many by laying down their lives.” 
This, apparently, constitutes 
strong case. But, apart from the 
fact that volunteering has been dis- 
couraged by the despatch of 0 
many men to other countries to re- 
place regulars, this is not the only 
war Great Britain has indulged in, 
and the aftermath of the South 
African .campaign is not forgotten. 
Many employers who had promised 
to keep open the situations of volun- 
teors failed to do so, and a grateful 
country, after making heroes of re- 
turned men for a few months, leb 
them get a living as they could. 
We may be told that this is not the 
right angle at which to approach the 
question. From @ hero’s point of 
view it certainly is not, but beyond 
question thousands of men who have 
responsibilities are held back by 
the dread of future possibilities. 
No man worth his salt 
to giving his life for his country, 
but the prospect of semi-starvation, 
possibly in a maimed condition, is 
not inviting. That is the issue 
which the Government has to meet. 


COLONEL C. D. BRUCE.

‘The censor in times of war is not 
popular with anyone.

What the British 
public has reason to take exception 
to is that the men appointed as 
censors in many places have had no 
experience in exercising discretion in 
the publication of news, and there 
is good reason to believe that the 
Home Government recognizes the

MOTOR CAR HEADLIGHTS.

CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

8o long as war exists numbers of 
persons will always be found who 
will attempt blockade running and 
the supply of contraband of war to 
belligerents.

RUSSIAN LABOURERS IN|

BERMUDA’S WAR GIFT. 
The war gift of the small colony 
of Bermuda probably represents a| 
greater monetary sacrifice than has 
been made by any community in the 
Empire sinco tho outbreak of war.

islands off North Carolina is 6,820 
(including 2,000 troops) and there 
are 12,000 natives.

SHANGHAI BRITISH 
VOLUNTEERS. 


LIFE ON BOARD THE M.M.S. 
POL) NESIEN. 

An interesting letter has been’ 
received in Shanghai from one of 
those who left for England, with 
several other volunteers, by the 
M.M.S.  Polynésien a little while 
‘ego. The majority of the men are 
travelling third-class, and the writ- 
er says that their two six-berth 
cabins “are going to be quite com- 
fortable until we get warmer weath- 
er, when we shall sleep on deck, 
of course. Our first meal was aw- 
fully funny. We ‘sailed’ into the 
dining saloon, and sat down among 
soldiers, sailors, Chinese, Greeks) 
and others, with a sprinkling of 
ladies. One is given three plates 
and a knife and fork, and the food, 
which appears to be wholesome 
though a trifle oily, is passed round 
hand to hand with occasional assis- 
tance from a garcon. So far we have 
been allowed practically the run of 
the ship, but with a big crowd com- 
ing on at Saigon, that may be stop- 
ped. As long as we can have lots 
of deck room, other things do not 
matter a great deal.” 


A Japanese Escort. 

Writing on the Sunday, the cor- 
respondent said the trip was by no 
means a picnic, even with the privi- 
leges they were allowed, but they 
wero all quite fit and cheery. They 
had been told that 2 Japanese crui- 
ter was escorting them, but up to 
Bunday the people on board had not. 
een anything of her. 
“Wo have got through a fair 
amount of exercise this morning,” 
the letter continues, 
ball-throwing (quite a good echeme), 
and boxing, the last a bit strenuous 
until we get a little harder. The 
voyage will seem long, of course, as 
we are all keen to get home 
and know our fates. Four hundred 
French soldiers join us at Saigon.”

EXHIBITION OF 
CHINESE ART. 


A NOTABLE LECTURE. 

The collection of Chineso art 
pictures, part of that of Mr. Liu 
Sung-fu, which was exhibited at 
the Palace Hotel on Tuesday after- 
noon previous to being sent to the 
Panama Exhibition, was inspected 
by a very largo number of people 
and was greatly appreciated. The! 
exhibition was held under the aus- 
pices of the American Women’s 
Club, and the pictures were shown 
in three rooms, being arranged ac- 
cording to their age and sty’e, The 
lighting arrangements were —com- 
plete in every way. 

During the afternoon a very 
teresting address on Chineso art 
pictures was given by Mrs. Ays- 
cough, who was introduced by Mrs. 
Sammons, President of the Club. 
Mrs. Ayscough first drew attention 
to the different classes into which 
Chinese pictures are divided and 
to the conventions which govern the 
use of these classes. Firstly, there 
were those of size. The large pic- 
tures hung in the room were known 
as Ta Chung-t’ang and Chung 
Pang, and were hung upon cere- 
monial occasions, the former op- 
posite the door in the central hall 
nese house, and the latter 
pairs on the side walls of the 
same hall. The places of the Chung 
Tang may be taken, on ordinary 
occasions, by sets of scrolls upon 
which were written couplets _or 
quotations from the classics. The 
rules governing the hanging of pic- 
tures in the inner rooms of a house 
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were not so strict, and they might 
find on the central wall the Li Chou, 
which was of a smaller size. On 
the side walls might be hung the 
P’ing T’iao, smaller pictures in 
sets of four, or the Heng P’i, by 
which name were known the highly 
popular horizontal pictures, Be- 
sides these classes, which were all 
designed for wall decoration, there 
were the Shou Chuan, or hand 
scrolls of the Tze Yeh, long strips 
or paper folded in the form of 
books. 


‘Classification ‘of Pictures. 


Beyond the classification by size, 
Mrs, Ayscough continued, there ws 
that by subjects, and painters fre- 
quently devoted ‘themselves to one 
or other of these. The _ principal

origin carly in the Classical Per- 
jod, which opened five centuries be- 
fore Christ, but no specimens ‘from 
these early days had survived; in 
fact the earliest authentic works in 
our possession might be said to date 
from about the sixth ceatury — of 
our era, although the scroll which 
was believed to be by Ku K’ai 
Chih, of the fourth and fifth cen- 
turies, was now in the British Mu- 
seum. Works attributed to this 
great master occasionally appeared, 
while the Golden Age of Chinese 
pictorial art, which reached its 
zenith during the Sung dynasty (960 
opened in his day. 
jon into what are 
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known as the northern and south- 
ern schools of painting took place| 
in the Tang dynasty (618-060 
4.0.), when men had to 
search for spiritual meanings be- 
neath the outer semblance of their 
surroundings. The former was 
founded by Li Ssu-shun, and the 
latter by Wang Wei, whose pictures 
were described as poems, while his! 
poems were called pictures. ‘The 
characteristic of the northern 
school was a certain virile stern- 
ness, and that of the southern 
school delicate refinement. Through 
the succeeding centuries the art of 
painting, in conjunction with those| 
of music and poetry, rose high in fa- 
vour, and became the acknowledged 
pastime of the literati of officers 
of all ranks. 


Oriental Philosophy. 

“We of the West”, continued Mrs. 
Aysoough, “‘cannot but be struck 
by the universality of the talents 
in those halcyon days ’ere the art 
of leisure had been lost, and we! 
find in the countless biographies of 
men long dead a curious monotony 
in the recital of their accomplish- 
ments, To appreciate Chinese 
painting at ite true worth, the Oc- 
cidental must adopt a point of view 
differing in many ways from that 
in which he has been educated. He 
must realize, firstly, that the out- 
look of the artist is that of a bird 
on the wing, and that the perspec- 
tive in the apparently fantastic 
landscapes he is studying seems so| 
strange because in the majority of 
cases the painter has regarded his 
subject from above; he has walked 
among mountains or hay remained 
seated by the window of his rustic 
dwelling, gazing down upon the 
scene below him until it has im- 
pressed itself upon his very soul; 
then and then only has he, in the 
privacy of his chamber, transferred 
it to his silk. Secondly, the dis- 
tinctive attitude which the Oriental 
assumes towards nature must be 
taken into consideration. Here, in- 
deed, lies the very crux of the mat- 
ter, whereas to the individualistic 
West man is the centre and lord 
of the universe, he is, on the con- 
trary, to the more integral east but 
‘one of the component parts of crea- 
tion. The philosophy which closes 
the days of the I Ching (the oldest 
book of the Far East) has attracted 
the Chinese mind towards ‘every 
being in the world, every manifes- 
tation of nature, every genii, every 
god, as an active part of the great 
whole of that reality which is be- 
hind and beyond the flux of pheno- 
mena.’ This philosophy it is which 
has given the Oriental his marvel- 
lous comprehension of naturo in all 
her moods and works, be these of 
the most trivial. With a flower, a 
bird, a tree, he feels a sense of kin- 
ship which must of necessity be 
denied his more sophisticated broth- 
er of the West, and the Chinese 
artist strives to interpret the very 

















soul of nature as our portrait pain- 
ter strives to unveil the most inti- 
mate characteristics of those whose 
features he is delineating. However, 
it must never be forgotten that the| 
pictorial art of China is in no sense 
photographic or objective; in fact! 
is entirely suggestive and sub- 
jective, thus corresponding in many 
respects to our music than to our 
painting. The psychological  dif- 
ference of Chinese painting from 
our own rests mainly on the basis 
that the Chinese handle painting, 
not as we handle painting, but as 
we handle music, for the purpose 
of lending colour to, and evoking’ 
the whole range of sentiments and 
emotions of, humanity. In depth 
of feeling and thought, the g 
‘Yang masters in their symphon: 
compositions vie with Beethoven, 
and in line and colour almost reach 
Mozart’s eternal grace and beauty. 
The Chinese pictorial art is, I be- 
lieve, painted music with al’ its) 
shades of expressive modulation.”

INDIGNATION OF THE 
NATIONAL COUNCIL. 


GOVERNMENT'S 
DIFFICULT TASK. 


From Our Own 
















Correspondent. 
Peking, Oct. 3. 
If there is such a thing as popular 
opinion in China, quite a lot of it 
seems to be in the process of 
development with regard to the 
Japanese activities in Shantung. 
At the outset of the movement to 
take Tsingtao the German agents in 
the capital strove vigorously and 
vainly to agitate the masses to pro- 
test against the landing of the Jap- 
anese troops and demand the Gov- 
ernment to make armed resistance. 
Fortunately the vor popult could, 
not be generated into anything like 
fa respectable sized sound at that 
period, and no ill-effects developed 
as an immediate result of the tread- 
ing of Chinese soil by Japanese war- 
riors. The Chinese smarted under 
what they regarded as the indignity 
of it, however, and many of the 
high officials felt thoroughly hum- 
iliated owing to the inability of 
their country to call to its defence 
a properly equipped army. 
regarded the acceptance of the in- 
evitable as a bitter commentary 
upon their right to call themselves 
nation, and compared with un- 
favourable and bitter language the 
heroic action of little Belgium brav- 
jing the great German juggernaut, 
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with giant China’s utter and inex- 
cusable feebleness. Gradually this 
feeling, prompted by newspaper cri- 
ticism and the prods of agitators, 
spread through the ranks of the 
Kiterati and ultimately prompted the 
question to be taken up in the 
Council of State, now functioning 
as the Legislative Chamber. 


‘Liang Ohih-chiao’s Straight Talk. 

Yesterday, in fact, some of the 
members talked straight from the 
shoulder in an earnest desire to ask 
the Government if it could explain 
what it was about in this matter. 
Strange aa it may appear, Mr. 
Liang Chih-chiao, whilom Minister 
of Education, one of China’s most 
brilliant and forceful writers and 
thinkers, and a man who is regard- 
ed by many as somewhat pro- 
Japanese owing to the fact that he 
long sheltered in that country in 
company with Mr. Kang Yu-wei, 
started the ball rolling by moving 
that the Council consider the ques- 
tion of the violation of China’s neu- 
trality. Ho was supported; and, in 
speech sympathizing with the 
difficulties confronting the Govern- 
ment, asked if there were any Ger- 
man soldiers west of Weihsien. He 
asked the question because he was 
searching for the reason for a Jap- 
anese military movement at and to 
tho west of that place as had been 
reported. He described the west- 
ward movement which has been 
alleged as a step towards the mili- 
tary occupation of the Tsingtao- 
‘Tsinanfu railway, as unjustified evem 
from a geographical point of view 
‘and read into it a desire on the part 
of Japan to occupy the whole of 
Shantung base for operations, 
alleging that Japan would therefore 
make another Manchuria of the 
province. And then came his rap at 
Great Britain. 


A Challenge to Britain, 
“Great Britain cannot be excus- 
ed,” he said, “from violating our 
neutrality, because she is an ally of 
Japan, and therefore must be acting 
in concert with the latter Power,” 
and without much more ado he 
directly challenged Great British 
with acting contrary to the 




















principles which brought her into 
the European war in defence of 
Belgium’s neutrality and with 


“using the allied forces to violate 
her neutrality in Shantung.” 

“Has our Government protested 
to Great Britain?” he asked, and so 
far as I am able to gather none pre- 
sent was able to reply in the affirm- 
ative. ‘‘ Then,” he continued, “‘ the 
Government should tell us what its 


They] policy is.” And, with reference to 


the alleged outrages upon the Chin- 
ese people, he declared that the 
Japanese were not acting towarda 
them as a friendly nation, and he 
wanted the Council and the Govern- 
ment to tell him what they were to 
do with the Japanese in the circum- 
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stances! “The Government should 
not look upon the sufferings of the 
people with indifference,” he declar- 
ed, but be did not indicate what) 
they should do, The effect of his 
speech was, however, to stir the| 
members of the Council to a pitch of 
excitement such as has not been 
manifested since they assembled and 
it was theréfore not surprising when 
& subsequent speaker arose and 
stated that the protest of Mr. Liang 
thould be supported not only by the 
Council but by the whole nation. 
Nor was it surprising to seo that 
Japan was also charged outright 
with “carrying out the continental 
policy which she had cherished for 
twenty years.” The speaker to this 
effect was General Tsai-Ao, who laid’ 
it down as his opinion that Japan 
aimed at occupying the northern 
rection of the Tientsin-Pukow rail- 
way in the eventual negotiations for 
peace. General Tsai averred, too, 
That ia the circumstances they could 
not trust “mere diplomacy,” but 
had to rely upon themselves for the 
defence of the nation, asking as a 
cryptic peroration, what the Gov- 
ernment would do if Japan should 
make Shantung another Manchuria 
and carry on her continental policy t 


A Life and Death Struggle 

General Hsu Ko-ching, who was in 
command of the allied Chinese 
troops attacking Nanking during 
the first revolution, supported Gen- 
eral Ti utilizing the phrase so 
often heard in other Parliaments at 
this time, that this @ life and 
death struggle” for China. He was 
convinced that the balance of power 
could no further be relied upon to 
defend the existence of China, and 
declared that they must depend upon 
themselves, “I fear,” he said, 
“that not only will Japan occupy 
Shantung, but that the peace of the 
whole of China will be impossible of 
Preservation.” 

‘Another General, Chao Wei-hsi, 
urged that .if the people disliked 
becoming slaves there was hope that 
this big nation would become strong 
again; though should the people be 
willing to be abused it were better 

















for them to die than to live, 
while General Wang Yi-tang was of 
opinion that “diplomacy should be 





supported by force.” 

Other speakers also expressed war- 
like sentiments and the Council un- 
animously passed the interpellation 
to be submitted to the Government, 
and adjourned until to-day, when 
they will continue their discussion 
of the steps that they think the 
country ought to take to ward off 
the danger they profess to see loom- 
ing up ahead of them. 


Government Against Quarrelling. 

It must be acknowledged that this 
sentiment is dangerous and although 
the Government and the Japanese 
are said to be holding conversation: 
with the object of discovering « 











modus vivendi suitable to both 
sides, an amicable arrangement of 
the differences with regard to the 
Ehantung railway may be frustrated 
by the over-zealousness of the agita-| 
tors, backed by a not too cautious 
soldiery. [Fortunately our corres- 
pondent’s telegram yesterday told 
us that such an arrangement 
been reached. But there remain the’ 
hotheads.—Ed.]. That China will 
precipitate a terrible calamity if she 
permits any of her citizens to act 
rashly at this juncture is not un- 
recognized the Government. 
The President, the Vice-President, 
and the Ministers are all against the 
utilization of force. They recognize 
the hopelessness of such a pro- 
cedure, and know also that it would 
merely heap hot coals upon the| 
heads of the already overburdened 
people and create a situation which 
they are all anxious to avoid. They 
certainly will leave no stone unturn- 
ed to obviate the disaster which the 
Jingoes show a tendency to precipi- 
tate. 


Delicate Ground for China. 

It now remains to be seen what) 
the attitude of the Chinese Govern- 
ment will be in the face of the reply 
by Japan. It will be wise if it is 
scrupulous in the avoidance of con- 
flict. China has more to gain by 
remaining quiet at this juncture 
than she has by stirring up trouble 
and difficulties for herself. Her po- 
sition is an extremely ambiguous 
one, and while arguments may be 
adduced to show that China’s neu- 
trality is being violated, other argu- 
ments can be brought forward to 
show that China has never been 
actually neutral, and that her for- 
eign relations are such that her 
standing is a special one to be dealt 
with in a special way.

SECRET INFLUENCE 
IN YUNNAN. 


€TIRRING UP OFFICIALS 
AGAINST BRITISH. 


THE GERMAN PLAN OF 
CAMPAIGN. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Chaotung, Sept. 10. 

There are at present in the pro- 
vinees of Yunnan and Kueichow 
some mysterious anti-Christian and 
anti-British influences at work 
among the high offi In former 
communications I gave particulars 
of the trouble that arose in con- 
nexion with the taxing of land deeds 
and of the abortive Boxer risings 
which were so barbarously put: 
down. A telegram in reference to 
these troubles was apparently sent 
by someone to the British Minister 
in Peking who, I presume, made 
inquiry into the matter. A Chinese 
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official telegram was sent to Peking 
as follows. 

“The Miaotaz in this province are 
constantly stirring up the Chinese 
to make trouble and to refuse to 
allow their deeds to be examined.” 

‘A more mendacious telegram can 
hardly over have been sent by @ 


had] Chinese high official at any time. 


The truth is in direct opposition to 
the telegram. Of about five thou- 
sand Miao families known personally 
to your correspondent not fifty 
possess land of their own. They are 
among the poorest of the very poor 
peasants of the whole of China A 
number, however, hold papers for 
mortgages on the lands they cul- 
tivate. The officials asked that 
these papers be submitted for ox- 
amination, with a view to being 
taxed also. To this the Miao readily 
agreed. The Miao ‘deeds were 
among the earliest stamped in thie 
district, and can be produced, offi- 
cially stamped, as evidence. One of 
the officials called on me, and asked 
me to help him in the matter and 
I readily promised to do 90. To 
my amusement, in a day or two I 
received an officially stamped docu- 
ment making me one of the examin- 
ers, in connexion with this examin- 
ation of deeds. I keep that docu- 
ment as @ curiosity. 

Our Christians played the game. 
Several teachers were appointed to 
gather up the mortgage deeds and 
take them to the tax office. The 
moneys were duly paid and official 
receipts given. They can be pro- 
duced if required. I had a bundle 
of twenty such given me two days 
‘ago to keep as evidence when re 
quired. 

The Miao in this district, where 
the trouble broke out, had nothing 
to do with the trouble except as 
sufferers and it is a cruel lie to 
telegraph to Peking as the officials

the poorest and most_in- 
offensive of the many tribes in West 
China and to those who know, it is 
perfectly ridiculous to imagine them 
stirring up the Chinese.

Gross Charges Against the British. 

Now comes a more extraordin- 
ary story than ever, the inner mean- 
ing of which is difficult to fathom. 
Not long ago it came to the know- 
ledge of your correspondent that 
a despatch stamped with the seals 
of the military Tutuh and the Civil 
Governor of Yunnan had been sent 
out to the officials of Tongchuan and 
Chaotung. A friend of China hor- 
tified by the gross nature of the 
despatch, passed a copy on to a 
missionary.

These are together plotting great 
affairs and in the meantime growing 
opium which is being introduced 
into the land south of the Yangtze 
which forms the boundary between 
Mantszland and Yunnan. 

It is stated that the deceiving of 
the Mantsz into joining the Church 
constitutes a hidden menace and the 
cultivation of the opium destroys 
the anti-opium policy of the pro- 
vincial government. There is a lot 
more of this extraordinary stuff. 
Tho Kai Wu Chiangchun Pgt ay 
the new designation for Tutuh, 
Tang Chi-yao fip#ta® adds his com- 
ments on the telegraphed report 
and they are most extraordinary. 
He says? 

“These last few years the English 
missionaries have deceived several 
thousand Mantsz into joining the 
Church and havo the wild idea Fits 
of planning to seize the Gates of 


Tibet. How greatly is this to be 
feared. 


“The Wicked Missionary.” 

Then he goes on to put the late 
Boxer risings, etc, in the same 
category as if in some way the plots 
were all one and the same, with the 
wicked missionary at Chaotung 
responsible for the whole, forgetting 
that a part of the Boxer programme 
was the murder of all the mission- 
aries. The officials are warned to 
take all necessary steps and so 
forth. 

One wonders whether any zealous 
official may not read into this an in- 
vitation to make things very un- 
pleasant for the missionaries of 
Chaotung. In view of the following 
facts, what is one to think of the 
Chiangchun Tang Chi-yao? With 
one peculiar exception there is not 
in the whole district of North Yun- 
nan a single Mantsz who has joined 
the Church. This exception is the 
young wife of a Christian student, 
who in addition to being a Chris- 
tian is well trusted by the present 
Government. The report sent into 
the Chiangchun is wholly false. 
Someone is making a dastardly at- 
tempt to make trouble between 
China and England and incidently 
involve missionaries by the way. If 
H.E. Tang believes the report he 
is an ignorant man whose presence 
in high office is an anomaly. If he 
does not believe the report and yet 
acts as he does, then. . .. 

Now for the strangest part of the 
whole. A few years ago an English 
missionary in the town of Tongchuan 
which joins territory with the land 
of the Mantsz, took great interest in 
the students of that town. He gave 
a lot of time to the Government 
Middle School and was specially in- 
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terested in one of the students who 
was smart at his English. When it 
was proposed by the officials to 
send a student or two to Japan, 
this missionary’s advice was asked 
and on the strength of this advice 
the English student was sent to 
Japan. This student is now the 
Chiangchun Tang Chi-yao and the 
missionary who has been in charge 
of the work in the Chaotung dis- 
trict for the last few years is 
Englishman who recommended the 
officials to send Tang to Japan and 
so laid the foundation of his for- 
tunes. Who says there no 
“romances” in China? Let us hope 
that the publicity given in your 
paper will prove = check on a 
nefarious scheme. 


‘The German Consul’s Work. 

If I had to make a guess as to the 
reason of Tang’s strange conduct I 
should say that two people have 
been, to uso a vulgar phrase, 
“pulling bis leg.” One 
Tong Sob-pan and the other isthe 
German Consul-General at Yunnan- 
fu. The issue of the despatch cor- 
responded in time with a persistent 
rumour that England had suffered 
a terrible defeat. With England 
eclipsed and the Indian troops with- 
drawn to Europe what a splendid 
chance to attempt with Yunnan 
troops the task which Yuin Tutuh 

his Ezechuan troops so signal-

ly failed 
news from Europe these Quixotic 
dreams will fade away. China does 
not want to antagoni the friend- 
ship of England in West China, 
Some of us will be extremely glad 
when the officials have resumed the 
friendly attitude which characterized 
them not long ago. 


A Wonderful Harvest. 


The harvest that is being now 
gathered in is one of the finest 
known for many years. Maize is 
the principal crop in these districts. 
but on the plains and in the low 
lying valleys rice is grown. 
had been told that in some places 
the crop of rice was equal to that 
of three years, but scarcely believed 
it. In the front of one of the mi 
sion premises is a rice field which 
ordinary years 3 tan of 
This year the farmer has 
harvested eighteen tan, and has 
gathered it in much earlier than 
usual.

THE WAR AND 
TRADE. 


SITUATION UNCHANGED, BUT 
HOPEFUL. 
_ Oct. 3. 

Very little change has taken 
place in the market during the past 
fortnight, but the position on the 
whole shows signs of confidence. 
Since the war started, no new busi- 
ness has taken place in almost any 
kind of imports; clearances have 
been fitful and not of any magni- 





duced and prices are stationary. 
But there has been some business 
in yarn during the past three woeks 
—both foreign yarn and the produc- 
tion of local mills, As the supply 


‘the| °F Piece goods in stopped and prices 


are not suitable to the Chinese, 
they are evidently buying yarn and 
weaving cloth in their looms. A 
small amount of export business is 
doing, especially for America; the 
Proposed sailings to New York, vid 
Panama, come at a very opportune 
moment for the inauguration of the 
new service, But, owing to lack 
of financial facilities, the general 
drop in prices and scarcity of 
freight, shipments to America at 

nt are much restricted. The 
activities of the 
cruiser Emden has interfered with 
shipping to Europe via Suez— 
although in any caso the trade. in 
this direction is extremely limited. 
The banks have plenty of silver, 
and the native banks have all. the 
money they need. Money is not 
cheap, but it is available on rea: 
sonable terms when good security is 
offered. Chinese are getting 
accustomed to the position in Kia. 
chou, and the military operations 
there are not having any effect. on 
the market. The harvest in some 
parts has been disappointing, but 
the position on the whole does not 
leave room for apprehension, 


Exchange. 

As there has been Practically no 
business in the market, there has 
been little exchange business. But 
it is satisfactory to know that the 
speculative contracts are being ad- 
justed, and during the past. fort- 
night a very large number of sttle- 
ments has taken place. The rates 
at the close were with T. T. at 2 
34d., and silver at 24d. ‘The mar. 
ket has no life, There is still no 
market for silver in London; only 
spot silver is being quoted. 


The Share Market. 

The efforts of the members of the 
Stock Exchange with regard to the 
“cancellation of contracts” have not 
been successful. Some of the mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange who owo 
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money to banks sent a note to the 
Banks on September 29 (settlement 
day) suggesting that, as the Ex- 
change had decided to postpone the 
settlement to October, the banks 
should wait until that date for 
settlement. Unauthorized — business| 
is still being done—although the 
volume of it is considerably re 
duced. : 


‘The Silk Filatures. 
Very little has been done with 
regard to the reopening of the silk 
filatures, which have had to close 
recently. Unless, of course, the! 
silk dealers become reasonable, it 
is impossible to do anything. If 
only the dealers are willing to dis- 
pose of their stock at reasonable 
prices, there is a market for a fair- 
ly large quantity of silk in the 
United States. 





THE JAPANESE IN 
SHANTUNG. 


CHINESE INDIGNATION ON 
THE WEIHSIEN QUESTION. 


SERIOUS DANGER OF A 
BREACH. 





Peking, Sept. 29. 

The Japanese may be able to jui 
fy the occupation of the Weihsien 
railway station, but it is doubtful if 
they will be able to satisfy the 
suspicious Chinese. There was no 
popular clamour in the country when 
the Government bowed to the in- 
evitable and provided an area where- 
in the belligerents might develop 
their warlike tendencies; but jealous 
eyes were watching to seo if the 
limits set down by the Government, 
should be excceded, and a voice of 
protest arose from many quarters 
when it became known that Japan- 
exe troops had penetrated to Wei- 
hsien, Many telegrams arrived in 
Peking complaining of the presence

of the Japanese, and others declared 
that a movement still further west- 
ward was under way ; some despatch- 
es stating definitely that Tsinanfu 
was the objective of a large Japan- 
ese force. 

The Japanese Legation declare 
that this is not true, but their pro- 
testations are falling upon deaf ears 
so far. The Chinese Government 
promptly lodged a protest against 
the violation of her-neutrality, and. 
asked that Japanese troops be with- 
drawn to the area set out by the 
Government shortly after the Japan- 
ese originally landed on Chinese 
sail. So far Japan has not replied. 


Chinese Troops in Welhsien. 

In this little development of the 
campaign against Tsingtao aro the 
germs of a nasty contretemps. 
Whereas the Central Government is 
sane enough not to launch force 
against the Japanese there is ni 
telling what some of the hotspurs 








in the vicinity might do. 
There are over 6,000 Chinese 
troops quartered in Weibsien 


city—which has not, by the way, 
been entered by the Japanese—and 
the sight of Japanese troops in 
lesser numbers might casily lead to 
‘a rupture involving the use of fire 
arms. The Government is endeav- 
ouring to preserve tranquility, but 
judging by the language of some of 
‘the Shantung natives there is a ten- 
dency to foolish truculency. 

The Shantung Guild yesterday 
petitioned the President direct, ask- 
ing for deliverance from what are 
described as the outrages of the in- 
vaders, and in order to bring homo 
to the Government a full sense of the 
happenings in the area traversed by 
the Japanese a long list of alleged 
“outrages” is given. If a quarter 
of what the Shantung people say is 
true, it is regrettable that the Jap- 
anese commanders have not had 
Breater control over their men, 
though the Japanese flatly deny 
that there has been the least impro- 
Priety on the part of their soldiers. 
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They describe the tales of the na 
tives as exaggerations and lies, 
spread broadcast by interested par- 
ties not only to bring the Japanese 
into disrepute but also to create 
difficulties between Japan and China 
and Great Britain. 


A Case of Necessity? 

That Weihsicn railway station was 
occupied is admitted, and the Jap- 
anese Legation explains that it was 
necessary to take over the station 
in order properly to operate the 
railway between Weihsien and 
Tsingtao. They likewise contend 
that there was much ambiguity 
about the actual area of the extend- 
ed zone. When conversations took 
place with the Chinese prior to the 
extension of the zone, the Japanese 
mentioned that it would be necessary 
for them to occupy the railway at 
Weihsien, and though the Chinese 
demurred at the time nothing wae 
specifically said in objection when 
the announcement was made of the 
extension of the zone. It is even 
stated as a fact that nothing regard. 
ing the extension of the zone was 
put down in writing, but that the 
announcement was verbal, the zone 
being described as to the east of 
Weihsien. This the Japanese, in 
view of their expressed wish, na- 
turally took to mean the inclusion 
of Weihsien. If the Chinese under- 
stood that Weihsien was to be in- 
cluded in the zone it is difficult to 
understand why a protest should 
have been sent in by the Govern- 
ment, though the pressure being 
brought by the Populace, coupled 
with the great suspicion which ir 
entertained by officials in Peking, 
may be responsible for any volte 
face of the Chinese in that respect. 


A Delicate Mission, 
Notwithstanding the arguments 
advanced by the Japanese it is re- 
grettable that grounds should have 
been given for any uneasini 
the part of the Chinese. The 
anese fully realized 
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the delicacy of their mission in 
Shantung, and knowing how punc- 
tilious the Japanese usually are in 
matters of this kind it is surprising 
that they have permitted any doubts 
to arise in the minds of the Chinese 
as to their intentions. There is so 
deep an undercurrent of mistrust of| 
Japanese activities that it is not to 
be wondered at that the cry against’ 
them quickly became widespread, 
and that factions openly advocate 
the adoption of what used to be 
called the “civilized” method of 
warfare, the boycott. 

The Chinese officials are not, how- 
ever, feeling any great elation at 
the exhibition of anti-Japanese feel- 
ing on the part of the people, for 
they realize fully and well the ter- 
tible calamity that is likely to over- 
take their country should some un- 
toward act precipitate a conflict 
with the Japanese troops. 

‘Who's is the Railway? 

The Chinese show no readiness to| 
admit the contention of the Japanese) 
that the railway is a German one, 
and is therefore part and parcel of 
German possessions at Tsingtao. 
The ili has been policed, the 
Chinese say, with Chinese troops, 
and that being so, combined with 
the fact that some Chinese are 
shareholders in the German C. 
pany, settles in their mind the argu- 
ment that the company is Sino- 
oe and therefore should at; 
juncture be under the protec- 
te of the Chinese and shouil 
neither be regarded as a vital part 
of the leased territory nor be re- 
garded as a prize of war. 

‘The railway was, of course, used 
as a means to transport food and 
men and munitions into Tsingtao 
until the floods wrecked the line just, 
prior to the arrival of the Japanese 
troops, and, that being so, it must 
be admitted that neutrality was 
being continuously broken until 
nature intervened. The railway is 
and always has been a German con-| 
cern, but the time for argument as| 
to its ultimate disposal is not yet. 
That is a matter for the Peace Con- 
ference, and it is rather a pity that 
the Japanese did not content them- 
selves with seizing that portion con- 
tained within the war zone, leaving] 
the remainder to be dealt with when 
the adjustments take place after 
the war. 


Where Ohina Has Benefited. 

If wise counsels now prevail there 
will be no further difficulties over 
the point at issue, but if they do 
not there is a very excellent chance 
of China being embroiled in serious 
ificulties with those who are now 
endeavouring to help her. China 
fails to realize onc thing, and that 
is that, had it not been for the de- 
cision to attack Tsingtao, her Cus- 
tome revenues would have ceased 
long ago owing to the delay that: 
xonld have taken place in captur- 





























ing the German cruisers which aim- 
ed at dislocating all trade, using| 
Teingteo as their base. 


THE WAR IN 
SHANTUNG. 


RUMOURS AND ALARMS AT 
TSINANFU. 


JAPANESE PLANS A 
GERMAN FEARS. 


From Our Special War Correspondent. 
Tsinanfu, Oct. 3. 

Tsinanfu presents an interesting) 
and, in some respects, a grotesque 
study at the present time. One's 
first impression is surprise at the 
extent of the place, of the shangpu, 
or commercial settlement, that is 
to say, which is the first part of the 
town to present itself to view. It 
is some years, of course, since the 
apex of German position in 
Shantung was constituted a trade 
mart, yet one had not expected such 
development. The foreign area lies 
west of the Chinese city and mea 
sures, roughly, two and a half miles 
by one and a half. It consists of 
three broad, main roads connected 
and intersected at right angles. 
They are well laid and lighted, 
though in places in need of repair. 
Trees on either side soften the white 
glare that beats up under a blue: 
sky, and screen off some of the dust 
raised by the lightest breeze. With. 
out being able to single out any 
building, or group of buildings, that 
is in any way striking, one is con- 
scious of solidity, enterprise and 
prospect. Promise is the key note 
of the place, and, as soon as one 
has felt that, one has realized the 
special significance of the moment. 


German Weltpoiitik. 

On all sides lies evidence of Ger- 
man weltpolitik: in shop signs more| 
often German than Chinese; in 
German commodities piled high in 
shop windows; in the German lan- 
guage finently spoken by many 
Chinese; in Gorman architecture, 
nning and precision—in the clear 
intention, so obvious in Tsingtao, 
to make for Germans a place where 
they might feel at home. 

Not, of course, that other nation- 
alities have contributed nothing to 
the development of Tsinanfu. By 
far the largest number of houses 
in the “open port” are Chinese, 
while British trade has gained its 
footing just as it obtained one in 
Tsingtao. But there can be little 
doubt that, had things gone on as 
German schemes of weltpolitik  in- 
tended them to go, German influence 
would have been paramount. The 
place would always have retained 
its international character with 
China as sovereign overlord, but in 
the eyes of the average Chinese re- 



































sident the most important people! 
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would have been the children of the 
Fatherland. And that was what 
Berlin desired. 


A Horvous City. 

It is the sudden thwarting of the 
desire, and the imminent collapse of 
all its accompanying projects, that 
is filling Tsinanfa with excursions 
and alarms. The Chinese do not 
know what to make of the situation, 
German refugees from Shantung 
coal mines are panic stricken 





Many of them are huddled together 
in the hotel from which I write, 
others have fled, some are reported 
to be living in trucks on the railway 
off at half-an 


line prepared to teat 
hour’s notice. All 
dence to the most ridiculous rumours 
and rein to the wildest fears. The 
Japanese, it is said, have been com 
mitting the most barbarous atroci- 
ties; they are now at Weihsien and 
will shortly be at Tsinanfu, and their 
arrival will be the signal for an 
orgy in which no German woman 
will be safe. So far have these fears 
gone that they have succeeded even 
in communicating themselves to an 
Englishman, who packed 
off some two or three days 

LT imagined, when I first arrived 
and heard these things, that they 
were exaggerated. I find after care- 
ful inquiry that they are not, that 
the Germans really believe all they 
have been told, that they genuinely 
consider themselves in danger of 
cold-blooded murder and worse 
‘The Chinese are taking matters 
more calmly, but they are exceeding- 
ly nervous. They sce that the Ger 
man house is cracking all round 
them, that the Japaneso do not in- 
tend to stick to the war zone as 
originally marked out, and are in 
consequence putting two and two 
together with such rapi ity to 
make the total six. The stopping 
of all railway traffic between here 
and Weihsien—a fact which is com 
pelling me to start out to-morrow 
with ponies and carts, and to make 
a five days’ journey instead of one 
of so many hours—has had an im 
mensely disquieting effect. It has 
blackened and enlarge the war 
cloud and has added to the dis- 
organization of trade. I tried this 
afternoon, for example, to turn ten 
Mexican dollars into copper cents 
and at one large cash shop was met 
with refusal on the ground that, as 
the trains had censed running. 
everything else was stopping too. 
Carts are procurable only after 
hours of search and at prices fifty 
per cent. above the usual rates, the 
increase being partly due to fear of 
an approaching Japanese army. 
Prices of other commodities have 
gone up on a similar scale 


Attitude of Chinese Government. 
Tn the midst of all this excitment 
the Chinese Government is behaving 
admirably. One was told before one, 
had been in Tsinanfu: more thaw: 
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two hours that the situation was 
intensely critical: that General 
Chang had thrown 15,000 troops 
between here and Weibsien and had 
compelled small bodies of Japanese 
advancing westwards to fall back. 
‘The latter had retired to await re- 
inforcements and a struggle was only 
‘@ question of a few days. There is 
not @ word of truth in the report. 
No Chinese troops are blocking, or 
will block, Japan’s path; on the 
contrary they are being, and will 
be, kept well out of barm’s way. 
‘There seoms to be no doubt that the 
Japanese intend to assume control 
of the Tsinanfu end of the line and 
I learn on first rate authority that 
they have notified the Chinese 
Government of their intention. 
Whatever Peking’s feelings may be 
in the matter it has no idea of acting 
otherwise than all the circumstances 
of the case dictate. It is true that, 
in coming to Tsinanfu, the Japanese 
will be departing entirely from what 
was understood to be the furthest 
extent of their operations on Chineso 
soil. But it is also true that the 
Germans utilized the railway ex- 
actly as they pleased and that they 
would certainly have transported 
guns from Changhsingtien to Tsing- 
tao had they not been seized in 
transit on the Tientsin-Pukow rail- 


way. 

‘That having happened, there is 
considerable force in the Japanese 
contention that they are undertaking 
military operations which, on the 
Germans’ own showing, are of no 
inconsiderable proportions, and have 
a right to feel that the whole line is, 
for the time being, under their 
control. 

The Chinese Government does not 
Propose to make matters any more 
difficult. by any display of force, a 
policy which would be beyond words 
foolish. That there should be w: 
like talk amongst Chinese ‘“Tom- 
mies” is at once natural and harm: 
lese. Judging, however, from a 
conversation I had with a well 
known Chinese sho} the 
trading classes intend to take their 
cue from Government. 

“Why are the Germans ao afraid 1” 
I asked him. 

“They fear the English,” he re- 
plied with a polite emile. 

“And why are the Chinese 
afraid ?”, I inquired again, 

“That,” he answered after a 
pause, “I do not understand—but, 
then, my business is selling 
cigarettes.”” 


At the Japanese Conmfate, 
The quietest spot in all Tsinanfu 
is the Japanese Consulate, an un- 
pretentious little house standing in 
aside street. Here, one on each 
side of two small tea tables in a 
room simply furnished and hung] 
with scrolls, we discussed politics 
en passant, the main business of 
my visit—how to get to Tsingtao— 
for an hour or more. Our oonversa- 











tion was conducted mainly in Obin- 
eso and resulted in a number of 


seven 
clock this evening and included a! 
visit to the Japanese military 
authorities. They were housed in 
a single large room, at the farther 
‘end of which wass dais. A sheet 
suspended from the ceiling turned 
it into = sort of bed-sitting room. 
Hung on the wall was a large map 
of Sbantung and scattered about on 
[chairs a number of books. A table 
in the centre completed the list 
of furniture. When the Japanese 
have urgent business on hand they 
are careless, apparently, of persooal 
comfort. I was informed that a 
Japanese was also going to Wei 
hsien, and it wae courteously sug- 
gested that each of us would be 
more comfortable travelling with 











the other. Accordingly, we 
start to-morrow at dawn, or 
as soon afterwards as Chin- 
ese punctuality will alow. As 


I have already mentioned, the 
the journey will take five days, and, 
if the heavy rain that is falling 
now continues, the roade are likely 
to be bad. That, however, may 
delay matters at the other end and 
is, so far, welcome. “Opinion here 
varies a8 to the probable length of 
the siege and it has been im- 
possible to find out at all definitely 
where the allied troops are. I 
understand that they have advanced 
considerably since I left Shanghai, 
and German telegrams posted on 
the hotel verandah bear witness to 
enormous losses amongst the 
Tapancee !

Harbin, Sept. 3. 

The telegraphic news that the 
capital of Russia will known 
henceforth as Petrograd—a true 
Russian name, “grad” being the 
old Russian form for “town’”—does 
not come as a surprise to those who 
live in Russian territory, for every- 
thing German is tabooed by Rus- 
sians and all German words are to 
be eliminated from the Russian 
language.

The 
severe reverse the Russians suffer- 
ed in East Prussia four days back 
will help to expedite the pushing 
forward of new troops. 

The Japanese have offered to re- 
place the railway guards in Man- 
churia, ete., with their troops, and 
have assured Russia that as their 
interesta are identical in these 
parts, they will themselves see 
that no trouble arises whilst the 
war is on in Europe. As Russia 
possesses many millions of able- 
bodied men it is not likely that she 
will avail herself of Japan’s offer. 


‘Transportation of Russian Goods. 


The Vladivostok Bourse has been 
notified from Petrograd, that dur- 
ing the summer months Russian 
goods for London will be despatch- 
ed from Archangel, on the White 
Sea, and that in winter as this sea 
is frozen over, goods will be sent 
from Russia overland to Viadivos- 
tok and thence by steamer to Lon- 
don, no other route at present be- 
1g safe. 

‘The new railway time table, 
which comes into force to-day, con- 
firms my former news that only one 
train will run daily between Man- 
and Vladivostok. It will be 
a mixed train and is known as the 
Post-Passenger Goods train. In- 
cidentally it stops in Harbin for 
over four hours both ways. Pas- 
sengers travelling by train can 
cover the distance between Harbin 
and Petrograd in from twelve to 
fourteen days and beyond certain 
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Jong stops experience no _incon- 
venience. The International train 
thas not been cancelled.

FAMOUS BRITISH 
REGIMENTS. 


SOME OF THOSE NOW 
FIGHTING IN FRANCE 


GREAT BATTLES OF TWO 
CENTURIES. 

Captain G. F. Boyd, whose name| 
appears in the osaualty list among! 
‘the wounded, is a brother of Mr. 
HL R. Boyd, of Shanghai, and was 
@ Brigade Major to the ith. In- 
fentry Brigade He has the rare 
ddestinotion of being the only officer 
in the service holding both the 
D. C. M. (only granted to the rank 
and file) and the D. 8. O., winning 
both honours in South Africa. The 
first honour was conferred upon him 
as a sergeant in the Devons for 
conspicuous gallantry at Colenso, 
and the second as a Lieutenant in 
the East Yorkshire regiment, for 
his skill in getting a company of 
the 3rd Mounted Infantry out of 
@ particularly tight corner. 














With few exceptions, the regi- 

ments mentioned in the casualty 
Uist hold high places in the an- 
nals of the British Army, many of 
them being represented in all or 
most of the battles on the Continent 
which have made modern history, 
and all having served in numerous 
Colonial wars. The services they 
have rendered are briefly outlined 
below. 

The Ist Royal Munster Fusiliers 
(formerly the 101st Regiment) was 
raised in 1652 as a “Guard of 
Honour” to the East India company’ 
in Bengal. The corps was largely 
augmented, and took part in many 
important engagements during the 
next fifty year A detachment was 
sent to China in 1808, one against 
the Dutch and the Molucca Islands, 
1810-17. The regiment saw service 
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in the Afghan war (1838-40), in the 
Punjab (1842), the Sikh Wer 
(1845-6) at the battles of Feroseshah, 
Sobraon, and Googerat, in Burma 
(1882-55), and the Indian Mutiny 
(1857-58) taking pert in the famous| 
marches to Lucknow and Delhi. The 
title of “‘ 1st Battalion Royal Muns- 
ter Fusiliers” was given to -he 
Regiment after service in Canada, 
and two years later the battalion 
was transferred to Britain, being 
stationed in Ireland until called to 
South Africa in 1898. 

The Prince of Wales’s Leinster 
Regiment (Royal Canadians) has 
rendered distinguished service from 
the time of its formation in 1760] 
(under the name of The 100th 
Highlanders) until South Africa in 
1900. The Regiment was at the 
capture of Martinique in 1761, was 
disbanded two years later,

Squadron in Porto Praya Bay, 
Cape de Verde (1871). Fighting in 
the East Indies (1781-84) cost the 
regiment 39 officers, and 1,200 men, 
killed in action or died of disease.

Minorca. The Regiment took part 
in the principal battles of the 
Peninsular war, in India, and in 
the Crimes, and in 1860 assisted 
in the capture of the Taku forts.

THE DESTRUCTION 
OF LOUVAIN. 


“ WITH TORCH AND 
DYNAMITE.” 


A VIVID STORY OF A 
GREAT CRIME.

London, Aug. 31. 

Thursday afternoon I left Brussels 
and have just arrived in London. 
For two hours Thursday night I was 
in what for 600 years had been the 
city of Louvain. The Germans 
were burning it and to hide their 
work kept us locked in the road 
carriages, but the story was writ- 
ten against the sky and was told 
to us by German soldiers, inooher- 
ent with excess. We could read it! 
in the fates of women and children 
being led to concentration camps 
and of citizens on their way to be 
shot. 

Wednesday the Germans _sen- 
tenced Louvain to become a wilder- 














ness and with German system and 
love of thoroughness left Louvain 
as empty as a blackened shell. The’ 





reason for this resort to the torch 
and the execution of noncombat- 
ants, as given to me on Thursday 
morning by General von Lutwitz, 
military governor of Brussels, was 
this. On Wednesday, while the Ger-| 
man military commander the 
troops in Louvain was at the Hatel 
de Ville talking to the burgomaater, 
the son of the burgomaster, with 
an automatic pistol, shot the chief 
of staff and a German staff surgeon. 


Fire Upon German Soldiers. 


Von Lutwitz asserts this was a 
signal for the civil guard in civilian 
clothes on roofs to fire upon the 
German soldiers in the open square 
below. He said also that the Bel- 
gians had quick firing guns brought 
from Antwerp. 

As for a week the Germans have 
occupied Louvain and closely guard- 
ed all the approaches, to say that 
there was any gun-running is 
absurd. Fifty Germans were killed 
and wounded. For that, said Von’ 
Lutwitz, Louvain must be wiped 
out. In pantomime with hi 
swept the papers across hi 
“The Hétel de Vill 
8 a beautiful building.

Great Works Last for Ever. 


‘The town hall was an old and 
beautiful example of Gothic archi- 
tesure, in detail and design more 
celebrated even than the town halls 
of Bruges, or Brussels. It was a 
hundred years old and recently had 
been repaired with great taste and 
cost. Opposite .was the Church of 
St. Pierre, dating from the fifteenth 
century, @ very noble _ buildin 
with many chapels filled wit 
carvings of the time of the Rensis- 
sance.

No ome defends the sniper, but 
because ignorant Mexicans 
when their city was invaded fired 
upon our sailors we did not destroy 
Vera Cruz. Even had we bombard- 
ed Vera Cruz money could have 
restored it. Money never can re- 
store Louvain “and ite people's 
handiwork belonging to the world. 

With torch and dynamite the 
Germans have turned their master- 
pieces into ashes and all the 
German Emperor’s horses and all 
his men cannot bring them back 
again. 

‘How the Oity Was Burned. 

When we reached Louvain the 
entire heart of the city wae des- 
troyed and the fire had reached the 
Boulevard Tirlemont, which faces 
the railroad station. The night 
was windless and the sparks rose 
in steady pillars, falling back into 
m which they 
prang. In their work tho soldiers 
were moving from the heart of the 
city to the outskirts street by street 
and from house to house. In each 
building, so the German soldiers 
told me, they began at the first floor 
and when that was burning steadily 
passed on to the one next. There 
were no exceptions, whether it wae 
re, chapel or private residence, 
it was destroyed. 

The occupants had been warned 
to go, and in each deserted shop or 
house the furniture wae piled, the 
torch wae stuck under it and into 
the air went the savings of years, 
together with souven 
dren and parents and heirlooms 
that passed from generation to 
generation, The people had time 
only to fill a pillow case and fly 


Rounded Up Like Sheep. 
Some were not so fortunate and 
by thousands, like flocks of sheep, 
they were rounded up and march- 
ed through the night to the con- 
centration camps. We were not 
allowed to speak to any citizens of 
Louvain, but the Germans crowded 
the windows, boastful, gloating, 
eager to interpret. 

We were free to move from one 
end of the train to the other, and 
for the two hours during which it 
circled the burning city war was 
before us in its most hateful aspect. 

In other wars I have watched 
men on one hill top without haste 
fire at men on another hill, and im 
consequence good men were wasted, 
but in those fights there were no 
women or children and shells struck 
only vacant stretches of veldt or

RUSSIA DURING THE 
WAR. 


A SATISFACTORY REPORT 
OF THE COUNTRY. 


THE ENDLESS STREAM OF 


SOLDIERS. 

A Bhanghai resident who has re- 
cently returned from a visit to Rus- 
sia has some interesting observa- 
tions on the state of the country 
under war conditions, his notes 
agreeing with those of other tra 
lers that affairs generally are in « 
satisfactory condition, According 
to our informant, there was much 
excitement at the ports and towns 
on the Baltic coast immediately on 
the outbreak of war, and the excite- 
ment was added to when German 
men-of-war promptly put in an ap- 
pearance off Libau and Windau and 
dropped a few shells into both 
cities. Their stay was as brief as 
the damage done was slight. All 
the lighthouses on the Russian 
Baltic coast have been bombarded. 


Excitement to Calm. 

The trains to Petrograd were 
crowded, but excitement dwindled 
after the first few days of 
the war. Upon learning that 
the Russian Embassy in Berlin 

been attacked by the 
mob, acrowd visited the German 
Embassy in Petrograd and smashed 
the windows, obtaining as a special 
souvenir a large iron model of w 
man on horseback which had graced 
the highest point of the Embassy. 
‘Tne iron man and horse were thrown 
into the river. 
olution in Russia does not 
been so serious aa the 
reports of it in Berlin. At Libau 
100 dockyard men went on strike for 
higher pay, but the dispute only 
lasted for one day. Ordinary 
steamer communication with Sweden 
was reopened two weeks after the 
outbreak of war. Refugees passing 
through the country were treated 
with great hospitality by the 
Swedish people, Germans, Rus- 
sians, British, French, and Ameri- 
s| alike being treated with 
kindness and consideration. This 
fact was noted by the “Novoye 
Vremya,” and was specially acknow- 
ledged by it. 




















‘The Temperance Campaign. 

One of the most remarkable ef- 
fects of the war upon Russian life 
has been the complete prohibition 
of the sale of alcoholic liquor.

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PEKING COUNCIL 
AND JAPAN. 


THE INTERPELLATION TO 
PRESIDENT YUAN. 


A DELICATE POSITION FOR 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


from Our Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Oct. 4. 

In a letter which I posted you 
yesterday I summarized the senti- 
ments expressed by several of the 
members of the Council of State—| 
the body now acting in Peking in 
place of the as yet uncreated Lifa- 
yuan, or Legative Chamber, and 
herewith I give you a translation 
of the lengthy interpellation sent 
by the Council to the President. 

As I suggested ina telegram to 
you to-day the jingoistic activities 
of certain members of this august 
body must not be invested with too 
much importance, This is un- 
doubtedly @ serious period in the 
history of the country and rightly 
or wrongly Chinese citizens hold 
the view that they are about to see 
large slices of territory filched from, 
them by a nation which they regard 
with the utmost suspicion and dis- 
trust. The Chinese cannot 
blamed for remembering Korea and| 
Manchuria; and permitting them 
the right not to forget incidents 
such as these, it is only just to ac- 
cede to them the privilege of liber- 
ty of speech to express their in- 
dividual or collective opinions.

the Couneil is able to fool the pop- 
ulace, fool itself that it is a force, 
and avert the disgrace that it stood 
by when the nation was threatened 
and permitted opportunities for 
voicing the thoughts of the people 
in high places to slip heedlessly 
by.

PEKING POLITICS. 
ANOTHER DOMESTIC LOAN. 


THE SHANTUNG QUESTION. 


From Our Chinese Correspondent. 
Peking, Oct. 2 

Owing to the success of the first 
domestic loan of $16,000,000, the 
Government is going to raise an- 
‘other 816,000,000 or $20,000,000 for 
meeting administrative and military 
needs of the Central Government. 
The Ministry of Finance has again 
telegraphed to the Provinces urging 
them to remit their subsidies to 
Peking without further delay, while 
the Provincial Governmenta have 
been ordered to devise safe means 
to raise funds themselves as the 
Central Government is not in a 
position to assist them financially. 
Owing to the European wars and 
the observation of China’s neutral- 
ity in Shantung and other Pro- 
vinces, it is estimated that about 
81,000,000 are required for this pur- 
pose alone every month. On the 
other hand the great shrinkage of 
the Customs receipts, etc. is now 
being felt and on account of the 
unusual stringency of the money 
markets, all business in Peking is 
very dull at present It is doubt- 
ful whether the second domestic 
Joan will be so successful as the 
first is alleged to have been. 


Japanese Military Notes. 

‘The Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
wires to the Governor of Shantung 
saying that the Japanese Leeation 
in Peking reports that the military 
notes are issued against sufficient

Famine Relief in Shantung. 


By a Presidential Mandate, Lu 
Hai-buan, President of the Chinese 
Red Cross Society (formerly Pre- 
sident of the Waichiaopu under the 
late Taching Dynasty) has been ap-| 
pointed Director-General of Famine 
Relief Works in Shantung, necessi- 
tated by the recent floods and the 
existing hostilities between Ger- 
many and Japan contending Tsing- 
tao. 

‘The Government is paying atten-| 
tion to this work with a view to 
prevent distressed Chinese from 
joining the leaders of the Kuomin- 
tang, as reliable reports have been 
received in Peking that the ap- 
pearance of Li Lieh-chun, and other 
notorious rebel leaders who took a 
prominent part in the so-called 
‘second revolution in the Yangtze 
Provinces last year have secretly 
arrived at Lungkow and Weihsien 
in the hope of setting the whole 
Province of Shantung in open 
rebellion. 


Japanese at Lungkow and Wethsien. 
The Japanese officials at Lung- 
kow have now liberated the Chinese 
official in charge of the Lungkow 
Native Customs, but the Customs 
house is still occupied by them. 

‘The Japanese are building a light 
railway from Lungkow to Kiaochou 
for the transportation of their siege 
guns. 

The resignation of Governor Tsai 
Ju-chia of Shantung has been re- 
fused by President Yuan on the 
ground that in the present. crisis 
‘a change of high officials will not 
be beneficial to the Republic. 





A CAUSE CELEBRE 
AT HARBIN. 


A POLICE BRIBERY CASE. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
Harbin, Sept. 23. 

Harbin has gained a notoriety 
for its causes célébres, The case 
which has just been settled at the 
Higher Courts was one of bribery. 
‘The principal actors were the form- 
er head of Secret Police and his| 
wife and the assistant chief of the 
gaol. 

‘The alleged bribery occurred es 
far back as 1912, in which year the 
police raided the premises of a cer- 
tain “sect” that had been founded 
in Harbin, and which had made. 
itself unpleasantly __ notorious. 
Several prominent members of Har- 
bin society wero arrested at the 
time, but were eventually released 
and the matter was hushed up. The 
alleged chief of the sect, a pro- 
minent business man in Harbin, 
afterwards complained to the 
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Public Prosecutor that in order to 
secure his releaso he hed paid Rls. 
1,000 away to the Secret Police cap- 
tain through the latter’s wife and 
also Ris. 500 to the chief of the 
gaol. The Public Prosecutor decid- 
ed to take the matter up, with the 
result that these three were charged 
with bribery. 

In Russia it taker considerable 
time before © osse gets a hearing, 
but notwithstanding the fact that 
two years have elapsed, no one was 
admitted into the Court without 
a ticket, eo great was the inter- 
est taken. Two days sufficed to 
bring the case to a close, several 
prominent local witnesses on both 
sides being called. As is so often 
the case the unexpected happened,

During the past few weeks, sev- 
eral officers on the active lists other 
than Russians have passed through 
Harbin, and of course on account 
of the war are in full uniform, but 
none hi attracted so much at- 
tention as the two British officers 
belonging to Highland regiments in 
their kilts and full regalia, who 
passed through Harbin en route for 
England making a halt here in or- 
der to get the necessary facilities 
quickly as 
possible; the Russian authorities 
did everything in their power to 
make arrangements as completo as 
possible so that these gentlemen will 
doubtless reach the capital in re- 
cord war time.

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THE RETIREMENT 
OF THE ALLIES. 


A GLORIOUS ACHIEVEMENT. 

Mr. Philip Gibbs, special corres- 
pondent of the “ Daily Chronicle” 
and the “New York Times,” tele- 
graphing from near Amiens on 
August 30, describes the retirement 
of the allied armies towards Paris. 
He says, in part: 

German audacity of attack against 
the heroic courage of the French 
and British forces, who fight every 
milo of ground during their retire- 
ment, is leading the enemy into a 
Position from which there will be no 
retreat if their lines are broken. 
Unfortunately, there are bundreds 
of thousands of people who know 
nothing of the great issues and who 
are possessed by the great, blind 
fear which has driven them from 
their towns, villages, and homes. 

When the Germans swept around 
Lille they found, to their amazement, 
that this town, surrounded by forts, 
had been abandoned, and they had 
only to walk inside. This cay access 
to » town which should have been 
defended to the last gasp opened the 
way to the west of France. 


Panic Among Fronch People. 
The left wing of the French, which 
was to the west of Mons, was sup- 
ported by the English troops, all too 
weak to sustain the pressure of the 
tremendous odds which began to 
surge against them, and realizing 
this perilous state of affairs, 
the French Generalissimo decreed 
that the north-west corner of France 
was untenable, and that the main 
army of defence should withdraw 
into a stronger and closer formati 
Tt was then that the great panic 
began, increasing in speed and 
terror during the end of last week. 
I was in the midst of it and saw 
unforgettable scenes of the enormoi 
tragedy. It was a flight of hundreds 
and thousands of families from St. 
Omer and Roubaix, Bethune, Douai, 
Valenciennes, and ‘Arras, who were 
driven away from their northern 
homes by the menace of approaching 
Uhlans. They are still being hunt- 
ed by fear from place to place, where 
they can find no shelter and no per- 
manent safety. The railways have 
been choked with them, and in 
these long fugitive trains, which pase 
through stations, there is no food or 
drink ‘The poor runaways, weary, 
filthy, and exhausted, spend long 
nd nights shunted on to side 
lines, while troop trains pass and 
bass, and are held up in towns 
Where they can find no means of 
existence because the Inst civilian 
train has left, 


Evacuation of Boulogne. 
When the troops marched away 
trom Boulogne and left it silent and 
unguarded I the inhabitants 
utterly dismayed, standing despon- 






































dently staring at posted up 
by order of the Governor which an- 
nounced the evacuation of the town, 
and called upon them to be ready 
for all sacrifices in the service of 
their country. The customs officers 
left, the civil police disarmed, while 
a flag with nine black spots was 
ready to be hoisted on the fort 
directly any Uhlans were sighted. 

The people of Boulogne could not 
understand, no Frenchman of the 
north can understand, why their 
ports and towns are silent after the 
tramp of so many regiments who 
have left great tract of country 
open and undefended. In that 
corner of France the people listen 
intently for the first clatter of hoofs 
and for the first cry ‘‘ Les Uhlans.” 
Rumours came that the enemy had 
been seen in neighbouring towns and 
villages. Can one wonder that 
mothers and fathers rush from their 
houses and wander forth in a blind, 
unreasoning way to swell the panic 
tide of fugitives, homeless and with- 
out food, dropping here and there 
on the wayside in utter weariness 

“I was lucky in getting out of 
Boulogne on the last train bound 
for Paris, though not guaranteed to 
reach the capital. As a matter of 
fact, I was even more lucky because 
it did not arrive at its destination 
and enabled me to alight in the war 
zone and proceed to more interest- 
ing places. =~ 

‘The French Retrest. 

I will tell at once the story of the] 
French retirement when the Germans 
advanced from Namur down the val- 
ley of the Meuse, winning the way 
at a cost of human life as great as 
that of defeat, yet winning their 
way. For France the story of that 
retirement is as glorious as any- 
thing in her history. It was nearly 
& fortnight ago that the Germans 
concentrated their heaviest forces 
upon Namur and began to press 
southward and over the Meuse 
Valley. After the battle of Dinant 
the French Army, among whom were 
the Second and Seventh Corps, was 
heavily outnumbered and had to 
fall back gradually, in order to gain 
time for reinforcements to come up. 

French artillery was on the wooded 
heights above the river and swept 
the German regiments with a storm 
of fire as they advanced. On the 
right bank the French infantry was 
entrenched, supported by field guns 
and mitrailleuses, and did deadly 
work before leaping from trenches 
which they occupied and taking up 
® position in new trenches further 
back, which they held with great 
tenacity. 

In justice to the Germans it must 
be said they were heroic in courage 
and reckless of their lives, and the 
valley of the Meuse was choked with 
their corpses. The river itsclf was 
strewn with the dead bodies of men 
and horses and literally ran red with 
blood. 




















The most tremendous fighting took 
Place for the possession of the 
bridges, but the French engineers 
blew them up one after another as 
they retired southward. 


No less than thirty-three bridges 
were destroyed in this way before 
they could be seized by the German 
advance guard. The fighting was ex- 
tended for a considerable distance 
on either side of the Meuse and 
many engagements took place be- 
tween French and German cavalry 
and regiments working away from 
the main armies. 
Horole French Stand, 

‘There was, for instance, a memor- 
able encounter at Marville which is 
one of the most heroic episodes of 
the war. Five thousand Freach sol- 
diers of all arms, with quick-firers, 
engaged 20,000 German infantry, In 
spite of being outnumbered, the 
French beat back the enemy from 
point to point in » fight lasting for 
twelve hours, inflicting tremendous 
punishment and suffering very fow 
losses. 

It was only for fear of getting 
too far out of touch with the main 
forces that the gallant 5,000 desist- 
ed from their irresistible attack and 
retired. 

Nevertheless, in accordance with 
the general plan which had been 
decided on by the Generals in view 
of the superior numbers temporarily 
pressing upon them, the Germans 

ied in forcing their way 
steadily down the Meuse ag far aa 
Mezitres, divided by a bridge from 
Charleville, on the other side of 
the river. 

On Monday the town of Char. 
leville was evacuated and the 
French troops took up a magni- 
ficent position, commanding the 
town and the three bridges dividing 
them from Meziéres. Mitrailleusee 
were hidden in the abandoned 
houses, and as @ disagreeable shock 
to any German who might escape 
their fire was a number of the 
enemy's guns, no fewer than ninety- 
five of them, which had been eap- 
tured and disabled by French troops 
in a series of battles down the 
river from Namur. 


A Sheer Massacre. 














The 
Charleville on . They 
were allowed to ride quietly across 
the bridges into an apparently de- 
serted town. Then suddenly their 
line of retreat waa cut off, the three 
bridges were blown up by a contact 
mine, and the mitrailleuses hidden 
in the houses were played on the 
German cavalry across the streets, 
killing them ine frightful slaughter. 

It was for a little while sheer 
massacre, but the Germans fought 
with extraordinary tenacity, regard- 
less of the heaped bodies of com- 
rades and utterly reckless of their 
‘own lives. They, too, had brought 
jquick-firers across the bridges, and, 
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taking cover behind houses, t 
‘ed their guns upon the houses from 
which the French gunners were fir 
ing. There was no way of escape 
for those heroic men, who voluntar- 
ily sacrificed themselves. 

When the main German advance 
came down the valley, the French 
artillery on the heights raked them 
with a terrific fire, in which they 
suffered heavy losses, the forefront 
of the column being mowed down. 
But under this storm they proceed- 
ed with incredible coolness to their 
pontoon bridges across the river, 
and although hundreds of men died 
on the banks, they succeeded in

ENGLAND UNDER ARMS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
London, Sept. 2 

With splendid alacrity, that will 
by and by bear untold blessings,” 
remarks the ‘Daily Telegraph” 
this morning, ‘100,000 of the 
sturdiest young men of Britain res- 
ponded to Earl Kitchener’s Srst 
call to the flag. They are now 
rapidly training for active service, 
and will soon find a place in the 
fighting forces, moulded to the 
form of the British soldier. A 
second call bas gone forth from the 
same magnetic quarter for another 
100,000. ‘That, too, is being res- 
ponded to in a way to fill English- 
men and Englishwomen with pride.” 

While no one will question the 
pride with which the nation re- 
gards the men who have enlisted 
‘and are enlisting, there are many 
who are far from endorsing the 
eulogium which is here 
upon the young manhood of Britain 
asa whole. For every young man 
who has 80 far responded to the 
call there are a dozen, physically 
their equals, who have at present 
shown no outward and visible signs 
of eagerness to sacrifice themselves 
for their country. 

Letters of indignation, the ma- 
jority of them from women—many 
from the wives and mothers of 
soldiers—are pouring in upon the 
editors of newspapers, asking why 
the majority should be allowed to 
shirk, and to share thereafter in 
the heritage which the patriots will 
save for them, many by laying 
down their liv

‘The “Steam Roller.”

PARIS UNDER A 
CLOUD. 


FACING THE PROSPECTS OF 
A SIEGE. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Paris, Aug. 31. 

The German war machine has been 
working at very high pressure during 
the past week. The result is, so far 
‘as the state of feeling in Paris itself 
is concerned, a change from ex- 
aggerated optimism to a pessimism 
which is perhaps equally unjustified. 
It is partly due to the action of the 
authorities in not taking the public 
into their confidence. One cannot 
expect people to be satisfied when 
‘a few lines of print comprise all 
they are officially told about very 
heavy fighting which they know to 
be going on only seventy or eighty 
miles from the ital. In their 
anxiety to avoid giving information 
to the enemy, the responsible men 
have gone to the other extreme. 
One can only wonder whether the 
present outward calm in Paris will 
be maintained much longer. 

Another cause of disquietude is 
that thousands of reservists, sum- 
moned to their depéts about a fort- 
night ago, were told they were not 
wanted and were sent home, the 
men retained being chiefly artillery- 
men. Inasmuch as there are now 
two German armies in France, one 
having advanced into the depart- 
ment of the Oise (within striking 
distance of Compiégne, where the 
English headquarters are now estab- 
lished) and the other further to the 
north-east, the statement that men 
were not wanted must imply either 
that the French utterly under- 
estimated the strength of the Ger- 
man attack or thet they had not 
enough uniforms and equipment, for 
all their forces; and in either case 
there was clearly something wrong. 


‘The Change of Ministry. 
No doubt the sudden change of the 
Ministry, 














which took place a few, 


days ago, bad something to do with 
this. The whole Cabinet resigned 
and, on the same day, a new one, 
styled a Ministry of National De- 
fence, was formed, with M. 
still Premier, M. Ribot as Mini 
of Finance, M. Delcassé as Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in the place of 
M. Doumergue, who takes the port- 
folio of the Colonies, and M. Mil- 
lerand as War Minister instead of 
M. Messimy, who went off to take 
his place in’ the fighting line as a 
captain of chasseurs. It need hard- 
ly be said that in times such as 
these the Government does not ex- 
plain the motives of its ctions, and 
are left to conjecture why such

‘The Boastful Bomb-thrower. 

Yesterday, the fourth Sunday of 
the war period, gloriously fine and 
warm day, Pi suddenly had 
it brought home to them that their 
city was within the range of attack. 
A German military aeroplane, flying 
at a great height, dropped three 
bombs and made off unpursued, 
such a raid having evidently not 
been foreseen and provided against. 
The bombs fell within a small area 
near the Gare de 1” They did 
very little damage and no personal 
injury, except to a wineshop-keeper 
who was serving out drinks at the 
time, and who was struck on the 
band by a fragment of a bomb. 

‘The airman also dropped a sand- 
bag containing a letter to the effect 
that the German army was at the 
gates of Paris and that the city had 
better surrender at once. Except in 
the immediate neighbourhood, the 
affair created no effect. It was a 
theatrical, not to say puerile, at- 
tempt to strike terror into the hearts 
of Parisians and thereby add in- 
directly to the task of the military 
ithorities. It showed complete 
ignorance of the spirit of the people 
and is more likely to stimulate than 
depress. them. 

When the bombastic message be- 
came known, the women, who form- 
ed the great bulk of the crowd 
round the place where the bombs 
fell, merely laughed scornfully and 
shrugged their shoulders. Rather 
than surrender they would them- 
selves shoulder rifles and go to the 
front. 

On this eventful Sunday thousands 
of people went to the Bois de Bou- 
logne to look at the Longchamp 
racecourse in its new aspect—that of 
@ grazing ground for cattle and 
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sheep, which will be required to feed 
the inhabitants of the city in the 
‘event of it being entirely surround- 
ed by enemy. Hundreds of 
oxen and cows are grazing on the 
track over which racehorses were 
galloping only a few weeks ago, and 
at one end of the racecourse a flock 
of sheep is penned. The inside of 
the track looks like afield after the| 
harvest. Great haycocks are being’ 
made, and yesterday dozens of har- 
vesters were at work, taking advan- 
tage of the fine weather to get the 
hay stowed away. 


If it Comes to a Siege. 

Bimilar scenes could be witnessed 
in other open spaces in the Bois 
and, later on, we may expect to see 
ruminants feeding in the Pré 
Catelan and any other part of the’ 
Bois that provides grass. 

All these things are ominous signs 
‘of what we may have to endure in 
the near future; and yet if there i 
to be» siege of Paris in 1914 it is 
hardly likely to resemble that of 
1870-71. At that time the inhabitants 
‘were hemmed in behind a wall and 
were starved into gurrender after 
their armies had been crushed 
“one after the other, so that the 
French no longer had any force to 
threaten the besiegers’ lines of com- 
munication. Under existing condi- 
tions, an attack on Paris means an 
attack on rings of forts fifteen or 
twenty miles from the centre of the 
city and covering a front of con- 
siderably over a hundred miles. 

‘The Germans have not only to 
break through these circles of fire 
‘but also to dispose of the Anglo- 
French forces which, though they 

. have retreated under pressure from 
superior numbers, are still intact 
‘and able to attack when the oppor- 
tunity presents iteelf. 

Everything we know of the German 
plans up to the present points to the 
conclusion that the invader will 
strike hard and quickly at Paris and 
try to force his way in. He has no 
time to sit down in front of the city 
and invest it methodically as was 
done in 1870-71. Thus the gunners 
in the forts may expect « series of 
attacks even more formidable than 
those directed at Liége. Orders 
have been given to demolish all 
buildings within the zone of fire from 
the forte so that the advancing 
enemy shall be deprived of cover. 

‘The 1014 class of conscripte, con- 
sisting of young men of twenty who, 
under ordinary circumstances, would 
not have been required until Octo- 
ber, has just been called out, and 

* the reservists, who as already stat- 
ed were sent home by M. Messimy 
have been recalled by M. Millerand. 
The 1914 class will need at least a 
month’s training before it can be 
used to fill the gaps in the ranks, 
but it will then add about 250,000 
men to the forces available at what 
will probably prove to be the most 
eritioal point of the war. The re- 














servists, whose numbers cannot be 
estimated as yet, will of course be 
used as soon as possible. Why these 
men were not called upon before to 
help to stop the enemy's advance is 
one of those mysteries for which we 
may have to wait some time for an 
explanation. 


Allegations of Barbarism. 
Terrible stories of barbarities com- 
mitted by German troops are in 
circulation—eo terrible, in fact that 
the Government has forbidden the 
newspapers to publish any more of 
them, for fear of exasperating the 
civilian population and leading to 
isolated attacks which would en- 
courage further barbarities. In the 





prevailing confusion it is extremely 
difficult to ascertain whether there 
is any truth in the most alarming of 
these stories. The- witnesses or al- 
leged witnesses are caught up into 
the whirl of battle before there is 
time to check their statements, but 
German cruelty is a firmly estab- 
lished belief among the English 
soldiers who have been in the fight- 
ing line, and it is filling them with 
a burning desire to retaliate.

T also have just returned from 
my first visit to Sweden, and must 
sey I wae most highly impressed 
by the courteous way in which I 
was treated by all railway officials; 
‘advo the cleanliness and neatness| 
of all passenger cars. 

I must admit it could not have 
been a very pleasant experience to 
sit in » third-clees oar crowded with 
refugees for three nights and two: 
but it is most unfair to 
criticize a whole nation’s railway 
system and menners during such 
unusual and trying circumstances, 
and I think the lady concerned 
should consider herself very for- 
tunate to have been allowed to 











travel, even with refugees, especial- 
ly when ebe “narrowly escaped 
being arrested in Germany” but 
for the fact that ‘‘ she was general- 
ly supposed to have been @ Bwe-|to 
dish lady.” 

I may mention that, besides 
transporting 60,000 Russian re 
fugees, several thousands of Ger- 
mans end Austrians, and s great 
number of tourists, Sweden was at) 
the time very busy mobilizing her 
forces, and that the railway author- 
ities were very hard pressed and 
handicapped and no doubt short 
of first class cars—and had the! 
lady gone to the proper authorities! 
in Stockholm, she would no doubt 
have fared better. 

The railway authorities in Swe 
den have received numerous tele- 
grams from Russian, Germen and 
other refugees, expressing their 





thanks for the kind and hospitable 
way in which they were treated 
when passing through Sweden et: 
the beginning of the European 
War. The Tsar himeelf telegraphed, 
his thanks to the Swedish nation, 
and on one ocousion the Swedish 
Government sent a steamer to! 
Russia to convey—free of charge 
—English and American tourists to 
jweden. 


Also, with reference to the rais- 
ing of prices of food, I may say 
that I, too, on reaching England 
t with » similar experience, but, 
in Bweden, it wae only » mat- 
ter of « few days, until the Govern- 
tent had regulated the prices of

salary for the same special business, 
and it would require special ocoss- 
ions where @ firm would be open 
to engage & specialist on the spot. 
What becomes of such a ment Ho 
cannot be a tailor, nor an engineer, 
he would not join the police foros 
even if he were young, and as the 
retail business is mostly in the 
hands of the Chinese, even if he 
had the capital, it would be risky 









rdinarily pushing man 
with highly influential friends if 
he can get @ position in the Muni- 
cipal Council, in the Customs, or 
with another commercial firm 
where his special knowledge is not 
wanted. I have seen these cases and 
I am able to point out persons and 
to give their names, 

I have no grudge against these 
fortunate ones, but whet I think 
highly unreasonable is that Chinese 
should be employed where the 
white man has « right to demand 
employment. It seems ridiculous 
to me that « Chinese who cannot 
put together six words in English 
without ten mistakes, and who can- 
not write an English or any 
other foreign name without copy- 
ing it letter by letter should be 
entrusted with the keeping of 
ledgers. It is @ very bad policy to 
employ & Chineso as » clerk for 
Custom House work. It is out- 
rageously bed thet we cannot 
emulate the Japanese to do our 
business in China without the main 
assistance of @ Chinese so-called 
compradore. If I were allowed to 
point out to our banks, shipping 
firms, piece goods’ merchants, the 
Municipal Council, the police force, 
the wharves, the various public 
supply companies etc., the defecta 
caused by the employment of Chi- 
nese in place of Europeans I think 
thet Europeans would be put in 
their employ at salaries which théy 
are worth and the Chinese would 
not usurp our places for what 
seems to us a mere pittance, but 
what in fact is a fat living for 
them. And let nomen think that 
28 8 whole the Chinese population 
would not be better off for it, if the 
white man had his regular em- 
ployment (when he cannot heve his 
own business) at the expense of @ 
Chinese substitute; for does nob 
the white man spend almost all his 
earnings in the benefit of the native 
population! It makes no difference 
to an ordinary Chinese whether he 
is @ clerk in an office at $12 per 
month or @ houseboy at the same 
wage; or if he is of a better stand- 
ing whether he is # clerk or shroff 
in s foreign firm, or an sssistant 
in Chinese retail store. 

At present it is contended thes 
business is bad owing to the wer, 
and that white men in foreign 
firms ought to be dismissed. Not 
a bit of it. Business should never 
be bed for the British merchant in 
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Chins, I have seen worse times 
due to war than this. We have no 
war in China, why then should 
business be bad? Did Germany in 
peace times swallow up all the 2x- 
ports from China, so ibat @ stop 
is now put to them! If France does 
not buy silk at present why can- 
not hides, beans, groundnuts, ete., 
be exported to Great Britain or 
America! I have not seen the Cus- 
toms’ returns for many ® year, 
but I believe that some business ‘a 
being done that should preclude the 
necessity of dismissing an assistant 
‘on account of @ temporary shortage 
of business. 

It is no use taking up much 
more of your valuable columns 
now, but I hope that you will take| 
up this question with a view to 
inducing our taipans to put their| 
heads together #0 #8 to ameliorate| 
this situation at once, and thank- 
ing you for inserting this letter,

Bm,—The suggestions made by 
‘Shoulder to Shoulder” in your 
issue of to-day, to assist the un- 
employed of Shanghai are well- 
deserving of the entire support of 
the Municipal community. One has 
only to see some of these unfortunate 
men sitting in the Public Gardens 
day after day for months at a stretch 
to realize how terrible their posi- 
tion must be. I am sure “ Shoulder 
to Bhoulder’s” suggestion that 
“very large salaries should be de- 
ereased by one-half and smaller ones 
by @ lesser percentage” will be 
greeted with the greatest approval, 
and if some person who is drawing 
what he himself considers too large| 
s salary would come forward and 
volunteer to surrender half, there 
are, no doubt, hundreds of others 
who would follow suit. 

This, however, insufficient in 
itself to make things better from 
the unemployed outlook. May I 
also suggest that the Council place 
number of ricshas at their disposal 
to enable them to proceed from 
their place of abode to the Gardens 
in their daily search for work, with- 
out incurring the exertion of walk- 
ing? Managers of hotels could also 
be asked to provide them with 
meals, drinks, eto, free unti) they 
have found a suitable billet. A 
notice could also be posted in the 
Gardens forbidding children to 
make any noise whilst these “less 
fortunates” are resting after the 
exertions entailed by looking for 
work. The police could be provided 
with rubber-heeled boots, which 
would tend to quietness. The 
Municipal Band are, I believe, dis- 




















engaged in the mornings, why could 
they not be utilized for three hours 
daily to do their share towards al- 
leviating the distress of the “Pro- 
fessionally Unemployed ?” 

T have no besitation in saying that 
these suggestions, combined with 
those offered by “Shoulder to 
Shoulder,” would, if adopted, do 
a great deal to minimize the

Sim,—The suggestion of your cor- 
respondent “‘8.D.” it seems to me in- 
dicates a way out of the present 
difficulty, and I should like to sug- 
gest a plan of campaign in a few 
words. 

(1) Al unemployed foreigners 
should register at the new Bureau. 

(2) All foreign firms should sup- 
port the Bureau, and not deal with 
any applicants except through the 
Bureau. 

(3) The foreign Press should as- 
sist the Bureau by refusing all ad- 
vertisements either asking for em- 
ployment or offering a position. 
This would mean a slight lose of 
revenue to the newspapers but the 
support would be invaluable for the 
Bureau. 

(4) That the Bureau should in- 
sert in all papere from time to time 
an advertisement similar to the re- 
cent excellent one giving a list of 
the total number unemployed and. 
their professions, eto. 

This would enable the Bureau to 
ascertain exactly the extent of the 
unemployment, and if it is then 
found that the question of unemploy- 
ment is very pressing, then the sug- 
gestion of your correspondent could 
be utilized, and employment for 
distressed foreigners could easily be 
found, by the existing firms without | 
any extra expenditure of money to 
them. I am sure that the “Allied” 
firms are sufficiently patriotic to 
meet the request of the Bureau in 
that matter. It would not be un- 
dignified for any foreigner to do the 
work of two or three Chinese clerks 
and exist for a short time on their 
salaries, say, $100 per month, and 
the firm would not lose by the ar- 
rangement. It would be hard on 
the Chinese clerks, perhaps, but 
then in times of war we have to’ 
think of our own people, and 
“Charity (and also justice) begins 
at home.”

any way towards solving the pro- 
blem as to how the employer can 
retain the services of men, when 
the employer is earning absolutely 
nothing himself towards his own 
living expenses, let alone office 
expenses and salaries to be met. 
Every decent-minded employer, I 
imagine, will do his best to retain 
the services of those who have 
worked for him in the past, but 
with, in many cases, business en- 
tirely stopped, living on one’s 
capital cannot go on for ever, and 
the ‘temporary shortage of busi- 
to which your correspondent 
will, I am afraid, prove in 
ry many cases much more 
serious in nature than a temporary 
stoppage. 

“§.D.” in his argument for the 

welfare of the employee, who haa 

been brought from home for @ 
special trade, appears to have quite 
over! the fact that, if the 
employee cannot obtain another 
berth, owing to the reason that his 
knowledge is of no use to another 
firm, the employer is in exactly the 
same position. The leopard cannot 
change his spote, and taking the 
exact example that ‘8.D.” gives 
—assuming that Tam a silk ex- 
porter and find my trade is entire- 
ly stopped, how can I change my 
business into that of a hide mer- 
chant—without knowledge of ‘the 
trade and without connexions to 
whom to ship! We will presume 
that Tam able to do 80, but are 
firms that are already in this busj- 
ness sitting down quietly in the 
meantime, and watching me take 
their livelihood away from them? 

I do not think so. 

Again, if I could succeed, what 
change is there in the position, the 
employee of the one firm is simply 
relieved from his awkward situation 
at the expense of the employee of 
another firm. While further, if my 
a silk expert finds that 

to get a berth in & 
firm carrying on business in other 
lines, he is in the same way useloes 
to me if I change my business from 
that which he is familiar with, to 
one of which he has no knowledge. 

I am afraid therefore that ‘8.D.”" 

has in this respect advanced no 

argument which ean carry weight 
at all. 

In reference to the position of 
Germany in the trade of Chine— 
here again he seems to have en- 
tirely failed to give us any solution 
of the problem. He admits that 
he has not seen the Customs’ re- 























tarns for many yeare—therefore he 
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is in no position to advance any 
argument as to how the stoppage 
‘of the German markets will affect 
China trade.

This question of unemployment 
in Shanghai seems to exercise the 
minds of quite a few responsible 
men, and I hope that you will ex- 
cuse me as well as other corres- 
Pondents on this topic for engaging 
so much of your valuable columns. 

I did not say as your correspon- 
dent, A ipan” maintains, that 
the specialist employee on losing his 
‘berth should be transferred right 
away from his position as chief of 
an import branch into that of chief 
of an export department. I simply 
vointed out that in such hard times: 
the unemployed willing to work 
might be given a chonce of a berth 
even as a Customs clerk. In think- 
ing of such an eventuality I had 
‘in mind the fact that is danger-| 
ous to employ a Chinese for such 
work, in the import department es- 
pecially, for the simple reason that 
he is entrusted with invoices whose 
contents are very often made pub- 
lic property amongst other un- 
thorized Chinese and also foreign- 
ers. As regards the Customs shroff| 
in the export business or for any 
business, I do not quite see why he 
is wanted on account of his know- 
ledge of the Chinese language. Un- 
less a change in the regulations of 
the Customs has occurred recent- 
'y of which I might not be aware, 
all documents handed in to the local 
Customs, are to be written in the 
English language only, and even if 
a duplicate in the Chinese Janguae 
should have to be submitted, s 
that no hong can do absolutely with, 
out the assistance of a Chinese, it 
should suffice to keep one in th 
office to write but in Chinese ony 
document so required. 

Suppose @ Briton is empleyrd in 
keeping accounts such as 6 Chinese 
is doing, would the Briton not he 
andy in many other respecte 
where the Chinese is of 1:1 use! He 
would help with correspondence, 
with Customs work, with the in. 
spection of goods, the collection 
of rents and other moneys, in short, 
the man who wants to make him- 
self useful can do so in mixy a way 
where a Chinese is absolutely un- 
able to come in. 

When I addressed you my first 
letter of the 2nd instant, I did not 
have in mind a firm doing business 
in one single article of export only, 
I had in. mind the larger firms, 
whose heads are also directors of 
public companies.

A “Taipan” gives an example of

As soon as they have formed a com- 
mittee I shall address them in a 
more explanatory style from the 
unemployed’s point of view, and let 
them. decide whether we should 
starve or go to dogs, or be 
looked. upon as worthy men fit to 
be entrusted with responsible work.

BRITISH TRADE IN CHINA. 
To the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Cuiwa Datty News.” 
Sim,—At a time when our chief 
trade rival's time is occupied in 
other things than commerce, when 
our factories and workshops stand 
in danger of losing their European 
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‘markets for some considerable 
period, and when some publicity is 
being given in the public Press of 
the need of Government aid for our 
producers, might I be permitted to 
urge upon the British community 
in Shanghai the necessity of using 
the opportunity that the present 
war gives, of urging upon the home 
Government the necessity of creat- 
ing a service of Consular and Lega; 
tion commercial aid, which shall 
give, to our people and their manu- 
facturers, that measure of support 
that the volume and importance of 
our, trade merits? 

In the past our services haye not 
given us that aid which has enabled 
many of our continental rivals to 
avail themselves of the high, poten- 

lity of the Chinese market, who 
with theif superior organizations of 
political and commercal power have 
succeeded in facing us with a co 
petition that no individual compe! 
tion of single houses unaided’ by 
strong official support could with- 
stand, and if anything is needed to 
prove this assertion it may be found 
in the fact that many of our large 
manufacturing houses are represent- 
ed in China by German groups who 


















Tt may be objected that|’ 
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often represent German firms mant- 
facturing similar material to the 
British houses. 

Only by concerted effort can we 
remedy this state of affairs and 
secure for our products and com- 
merce the official services necessary 
to enable us, not only to entrench 
ourselves in existing markets, but 
to make fresh markets, so that dir- 
ing the war our production need not 
be curtailed, whilst at the close of 
‘the war, our marketable area shall 
be if anything greater than it was 
before and our trade enabled to 
stand the economic drain oscasioned 
by the vast expenditure of treasure 
‘and men. 

It should be remembered that it 
is to commerce that the Government 
p will look to pay all charges incurred 
by war. Hence it is only right and 
just that some effective means 
‘should be given our traders of ad- 
vancing their interests; and unleas 
we have the same facilities as our 
‘rivals, we cannot possibly obtain 
‘those results our early entry into 
the China market should have 
secured for us. Whilst others have 
obtained hugh concessions and com- 
tracte in China for railways, in- 
dustrial, and armament contracts, 
we have in ratio to our business 
secured little, and whilst the Con- 
sular and Legation pressure has 
been freely given to other nationals 
by their services, we have had to 
stand by and listen to the, mic 
statements our Foreign and 
Legation issue from time to time 
in regard to contracts and conces- 
sions under consideration.

Owing to the present-day svstem of 
credit, banking, and 
munication, industry has become 
internation instead of national, 
and knows no more of frontiers 
than does science itself; 0 that the 
industrial success of every nation 
depends upon the financie] security 
of every country with which she 
bas commercit relations, In break- 
ing the commercial prosperity of 
Germany we must injure our own, 
and 80 also with all other nations. 
sine the svatem of credit has. like 
the blood cireulating in the hnmin 
body, given us a common life by 
which orch nation stends or fa'ls, 
We are indeed ane community, com- 
mercially sneskine, and had thi 
been reslized (ag the result of this 
wan will force’ ng all to realize 
it) it is conceivable that the wir 
might never have taken place. In 
it generally remembered that the 
exoension of German trade. for 
instance, has depended Iareely on 
English canitel and credit? And 
this, certainly not becruse we loved 
Germany, but becaure it war one 
of the natnral chinnels in which 
monev by its own Inws was com- 
pelled to flow, And it wax entirely 
to our advantage that it should do 
80, Production wis thns quicken- 
ed. and praduotion can he nothi 
hot a general benefit, Tt is 
thet the hasty observer will ohiect 
that Geemany and other coun 
the aided rataliste wnen ne with 
tariffe, bnt when it is rastized that 
production tekes the form of ex- 
part trede st will be seen that all 
increase in their nrodvetion must 
enn a further call for our pro- 
duction end labour, and we have 
also, in addition, the interest on 
our capital and credit. 


Let us imagine, what we shall 
now probehly see, German industry: 
jn 2 conditian of panic and col- 
Nationally, whet will it 
profit ust Financiers all over the 
world, including our own, 
and will come te the rescue to pre- 
vent further eotlapse. Nation=} 
financial security is like cards 
propped non each other—if one 
topples. all tapple. The factis that 
every country nowndavs is finan- 
cially compelled to support anv 
other commercially ennnected 
country which is in commercial 
panic. As it has been neatly put— 
banking in all countries hanes te 
gether so closely that the strength 
‘of the best mav essily be thet of 
the weakest if thines go wrong. 
‘And where is the gain of destroy- 
ing one of our Isrvest markets? 
What should we think of » shop- 


















































keeper who proposed to increase his 
returns by cutting the throats of 
his own best customers? Money 
does not drop from the clouds or 
rain from exchequers; it must be 
made, and how can Germany possess 
the money to pay for our produc- 
tions if we ruin her? What benefit 
do we hope to reap from » general 
disorgenization of markets in 
which our own investors are more 
or less involved? Commerce is ex- 
change; every country is a buyer 
and a seller, and if the markets for 
exchinge are exhausted or closed 
the exchangers are mutually injur- 
ed. What is the cause of the bank 
crises which alarm the world? Loss 
of public confidence. Will public 
confidence be stimulated if, after 
the war, the enormous rai ations 
of German trade are weakened or 
stultified? As a matter of fact, 
Germany, by the mere menace of 
her brutal force, hss done untold 
harm to herself and to the world 
at large for the list forty years, 
and the real prize for which we are 
all now striving is the power to 
develop commercial relations—in- 
cluding Germany’s own, in the 
sunshine of certainty and peaceful 
international progress instead of in 
the panicky atmosphere, which it 
is now wished to perpetuate after 
the war is over, by attempting to 
throttle German commerce when the 
present need for its extinction i» 
past, No, the future holds a better 
prospect. 

These convictions sre percolating 
society. I have been in touch with 
the Labour Party in England and 
cin answer for it that the recogni- 
tion of the solidarity of labour is 
growing steadily in the artisan 
class. It will be no news to the 
English artisan that he himself will 
feel the pinch soon after German 
factories are closed down, and this 
is being pressed home now to him 
and to all of us, and will be 
yet more so after the war. Some 
may place their hopes in a 
huge German indemnity, but let 
them consider the history of the 
indemnity paid by France in 1872. 
Twelve months after the payment 
of thst indemnity the Bank rate 
wis higher in Berlin than in Paris 
and far more money was circulat- 
ing in France than in Germany. 
German deposits in the State Sav- 
ing Banks fell. In France they in- 











creased. And from that time So- 
cialism increased in Germany as it 
hse done in no other country in 
the world. 

But I have kept my best argu- 
ment for the Inst. The thing can- 
not be done.

sibility. 
tain aptitudes those aptitudes will 
bring gold, and they are absolutely 
independent of military power. It 
might poseibly be 5 wise measure to 
reduce Germany after the war to 
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the status of « second. Power. 
But would that affect the commer- 
cial question? Not in the least. 
Think of the prosperity of the 
smaller European States. The 
three per cents of Germany were 
quoted at 8%, the three and « half 
per cents of Russia at 81; those 
of Belgium at 96, those of Norway 
at 102. It is even conceivable that 
Germany, relieved of the crushing 
burden of her own militarism, 
might be a more powerful competi- 
tor than before. For unless we ex- 
terminate the whole nation we 
cannot extirpate the aptitudes that 
made them what they are. 
Doubtless the experiment of oap- 
turing the German markets will be 
made and may here and there sue- 
ceed, But it may be hoped that a 
calner view of the essential unity 
of commercially connected nations 
will pre’ ‘We are fighting for 
great things and not least fo the 
environment of peace and security 
which will enable all nations, in- 
cluding Germany, to add the'r quota 
to the productive powers of the 
world on the co-operatiive lines of 
give and take, financial and com. 
mercial, which Germany berself has 
hitherto been the main factor in 
sturbing and hindering to her 
own infinite loss and that of Eu- 
rope. This disastrous war is but 
the outcome of her non-recognition 
of principles which she and all the 
world will have enforced upon them 
when the great struggle is over, and 
whichever side is victo! 
Tn writting thus, T summarize not 
only the results of observation but 
‘also the opinions of many eminent 
financiers and thinkers, and these 
opinions ore certainly worth discus- 
sion, Solidarity of finance, com- 
merce, and labour is what should be 
aimed at in a wiser future, and 
from that entenfe « Germany 
divested of Hohenzollernism can- 
not and ought not to be excluded.

OAPTURES OF GERMA’ 

MERCANTILE MARINE. 
fo the Editor of the 

“Norta-Caiwa Darty News. 

Sim,—According to your special 
telegram of even date the Germans 
‘are supposed to be bitterly attack- 
ing England for having captured 45 
per cent. of the German mercantile 
marine. In warfare, at least, # 
combatant is not particularly 
anxious to enlarge the losses he 
has occurred, be they either in men 
or material, but according to your 
special cable of to-day it would 
appear that the Germans are great 
ly exaggerating their losses of their 
sesgoing shipping. 

According to statistics, which may 
be taken as fairly accurate, the Ger- 
man mercantile marine at the end 
of December 1913 was composed of 
the following vessels:

According to the British Ad- 
miralty report, dated September 28, 
1914, 387 steamers (in which num- 
ber sailing ships are probably 
included) of the German mercantile 
marine, measuring 1,140,900 Lons, 
have either been captured or are 
detained in British harbours or 
ports. Supposiag the Admiralty 
have only taken into consideration 
vessels of not less than 1,000 tons 
Br. Rg. tonnage, it will be seen 
that out of 1,909 seagoing vessels 
387, equalling 31 per cent. have 
actually been captured. 

Comparing the captured tonnage 
of 1,140,000 tons with the total of 
4,373,000 tone of above 1,209 vessels, 
@ arrives at a loss of roughly 26 
per cent.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST A 
PHILIPPINE MEAT FAMINE. 











TRADE STEADILY 
IMPROVING. 


Frem Onr Own’ Correspondent. 
"Manila, Sept. 25. 
Since my letter of last week, 
several of the commercial’ fms in 
Manila have “received telegraphic 
advices from Australia to the effect 
that the Commonwealth Government 
may, perhaps, find it necessary in 
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the immediate future to probibit the 
exportation of meat to any port 
that not British possession, 
although they have no intention of 
doing so at present. It is, therefore, 
very satisfactory to all of us to 
learn that the Governor-General has 
completed arrangements with M. 
Paillard, the Consul in Manila for 
France, removing the embargo on 
‘meat from French Indo-China to 
these islands. % 
The Bureau of Agriculture has 
also agreed to remove certain 
‘onerous restrictions on the importa- 
tion of cattle from French Indo- 
China, only insisting that the cattle 
shall be slaughtered immediately on 





I} arrival. 


It will bo seen from the above that 
every precaution is being taken by 
the chief executive of the archipelago 
and his Cabinet to avoid any “pos- 
sibility of us suffering from a scar- 
city of meat. 


“Hemp and Oopra Nearly Normal. 

It is more than good news to learn 
from the merchants of Manila that 
business is emphatically improving 
and that the hemp and copra 
markets have nearly returned to 
the normal conditions that existed 
before the war. Before the second 
week of Angust was through, the 
bottom had entirely fallen out of 
the hemp and copra markete and 
the majority of the merchants loud- 
ly prophesied disaster. A few, 
however, maintained that the gen- 
eral stoppage of business was but 
the outcome of a sudden and tem- 
porary panic. Fortunately, time 
.as proved these optimists correct; 
apart from the breaking Off of 
ipments from Germany and the 
delay in the arrival of merchandise 
from Switzerland and France, trade 
is gradually coming back to “its 
former conditions of July and 
June. The manager of Mazteod & 
Co., told me that considering there 
was a great war in progress, the 
hemp industry was doing very well, 
asthe movements of that staple were 
now not much below normal. What 
was more, the hemp markets of the 
world were open and aside from a 
little extra expense ‘for transporta- 
tion due to war risks, the European 
conflict was exercising very little 
restriction on the trade. 

‘On July 23, which was before any 
declaration ‘of war had been made, 
copra was selling at £23 per ton. 
‘The present quotations are from £22 
to £92 108. 

It is interesting to learn that 
France held the lead in copra con- 
sumption until last year, when Ger- 
many took first place in the ‘market 
for Philippine copra. Tho ‘chief 
market was Hamburg, but it is out 
of the question now for any ship- 
ments to reach there, with the result 
that they are being divertéd to 
Marseilles and from there to 
Spain and London, both of whom 
are large buyers and who appest 
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to be making up for the ge 
in Germany. ‘Increased orders are 
also conting in from the United 
“States.

Such people are a serious menack 
to the community in general; and 
the practice of rounding up suspect- 
ed “carriers,” ‘and keeping them 
under close observation for eight 
days is generally applauded. The 
Filipino press and doctors, are 
heartily in accord with the drastic 
action of Major Munson, the acting 
director of health. 

Rinderpest Problem Solved. 


The immunization station at 
Tloilo has done splendid work dur- 








ing the four months it has been in 
operation, for incidentally it has 
inoculated against rinderpest 1,236 
eatabaos imported from Freneh 
‘Indo-China ‘for the sugar planta- 
Yions, and out of the whole number 
only six of ‘the animals have died. 
“tbis'is so sinall that it is not worth 
considering. 

‘The ‘résult is particularly satis- 
factory as it shows that the ino- 
culation of the carabao in the 
Philippines against rinderpest does 
render the beast immune from the 
‘disease and therefore leaves no ex; 
cuse for the Government and th 
farmers of the archipelago not mak- 
ing the islands as free from the 
dread cattle disease as is South 
Africa to-day. “The expense per 
head for inoculation is only a shade 
over & Mexican ‘dollar and as the 
average carabao costs about Pesos 
900, it will be sheer idiocy for the 
farmer not to take advantage of the 
benefits of science.

From what has sinos beeti learn- 
ed, it i plain that the Ge-man -ad- 
vance through Bolgium was careful- 
ly planned, but this did not ‘im- 
mediately appear so to the inhabit- 
ants on the frontier, judging'¢tom 
the speed with which the-Gerinan 
advance guards descended — upion 
them. They gave the impression 
of being bent upon a great rush’ for 
France, and the fact that the Ger- 
man food supply ran short almost 
immediately after they had . been 
checked by the Belgians suggests 
that the resistance offered came ns 
@ surprise. The Uhlans travelled 
at a great rate, carrying but sbort 
supplies of food and ammunition, 
and from conversation with pris. 
oners it is certain that the for- 
ward march was made without anti- 
cipation of a resistance on the Bel. 
gian frontier. 

The first sign of resistance was 
a barrier placed upon the road 
just beyond the frontier. Major 
von Kliiber, who until recently was 
attached to the German Embassy 
at Brussels, was deputed to at- 
tempt to smooth matters over with 
the Belgian officials and if possible 
obtain a free passage for the troops. 
was, of course, unsuccessful, 
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After the attack upon Lidge had 
been in progress some deys, Major 
von Kliber called upon the Gov- 
emor of the province and demand- 
ed that the forte should be ordered 
to surrender, threatening to bom- 
bard the city if the request were 
not complied with. 


‘The Retort Courteous, 

Whilst the Major was waiting in 
an ante-room, he ealled one of the 
servants, gave him twenty francs, 
and told him to go quickly and buy 
‘all the newspapers he could get. The 
servant handed the money to his 
master; and with the answer refus- 
ing to surrender the forts, Major 
Kliiber received also twenty francs, 
The Burgomaster of Lidge, the 
Bishop and several members of Par 
liament went to the old citadel, 
then occupied by the Germans, and 
requested them not to bombard the 
city. The request was refused, and 
the deputation was put in prison 
in the citadel and kept on a diet 
of bread and water. 








LORD KITCHENER’S 
PLAN. 
WHOLE-TIMERS AND PART- 
‘TIMERS. 


Lord Kitchener's solutions of 
problems are never complex or in- 
volved, wri a military correspon- 
dent of the “Observer.” They may 
now and then have imposed @ tax 
upon human endurance, but they al- 
ways reflect fundamental essentials 
and are as simple as they are in- 
evitable. These two adjectives apply 
admirably to the broad lines of the 
plan designed by the great organizer 
to supply Britain with the largest 
possible reservoir of trained men in 
order to meet the as yet incommen- 
surable demands which the greatest 
struggle in history is likely to make 
upon it. 

There have been wars which have 
dragged on for very many years 
longer than the present one may do, 
although we must beware of fore- 
casts, but there have been none in 
which armies in the field are likely 
to experience such rapid wastage. 
Moreover, we must consider not only 
that we are committed to a struggle 
against two Empires of vast man- 
power for our future existence, but 
that, even if vietory ultimately rests 
with ourselves and our Allies, we 
imay yet lose much for which we 
have made immense sacrifices if at 
the final settlement our then avail- 
able urces are less than timely 
organization might have given us. 

The problem before Lord Kitchen- 
er, therefore, has been to provide 
against this wastage in the fighting 
lines and at the same time to secure 
the continued presence in these 
islands of the largest possible uum- 
ber of trained men for home defence. 
The demands of this military posi 






















| to which the two new categories are 


tion naturally call for much greater 
numbers than we have available 
under normal conditions for either 
service abroad or at home. They 
cover large sections of our popula- 
tion whose obligations and respon- 
sibilities, intensified a hundredfold 
by @ state of war, forbid their tak- 
ing a full share in the preparations 
which are on foot to maintain our 
cause. 
‘The Two Olasses. % 

‘The problem might seem complex 
enough, but Lord Kitchener's solu- 
tion is simple: He has divided our 
available man-power into Whole- 
‘Timers and Part-Timers, and makes 
‘a separate appeal to each. 

With this main principle in view 
he uses the existing Territorial or- 
ganization to give it effect, and thus 
adroitly escapes the more cumbrous 
course adopted in earlier days of 
raising fresh corps, which would 
take a long time to “find” them- 
selves. In his simple and lucid com- 
munication to the Territorial Force 









commanding Terr 
makes this new principle clear, but 
in so doing ha: i 

only as the organizer we knew him 
to be, but as an adaptable student 
of human nature suddenly confront- 
ed by all the embarrassment of a 
great emergency. 

‘Thus in ‘applying the new prin- 
ciple of whole time and part time 
to the Territorial force he segregates 
in two categories those who are able 
and willing to undertake service 
abroad and those whose private 
affairs and responsibilities render it 
quite impossible for them to do so. 
For this latter disability he sh 
a statesmanlike consideration in in- 
sisting upon the equally important 
réle which they can play in the 
Home Defence category. They are 
not to be considered as lacking in 
spirit, nor are they to be subjected 
to pressure or inducement which 
might either impose unnecessary 
hardship or compel them to leave 
the Force. 

Under Lord Kitchener's new 
scheme the services of these latter 
will be retained. They will simply 
be drafted to units detailed for 
Home Defence, while those with 
less important ties will be drafted 
from units allocated to Home ser- 
vice, to units which decide to volun- 
teer for service abroad. The intro- 
duction of this new classification will 
come into effect without any dis- 
turbance of the existing Territorial 
organization. Lord Kitchener is 
not one to purchase a reform at the 
price of confusion. So coast de- 
fence troops, the existing divisions 
and brigades, the local defence 
for and the central force will 
remain as before in the general de- 
fence scheme. 


‘The Question of Training. 
Further, the question of training 
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to subjected has been defined. 
‘This will likewise be determined by 
the main principle, which I have 
described as Whole Time and Part- 
Time. The first will at the earliest 
possible moment commence a thor- 
ough and continuous training for 
the field, such as will render them in 
every essential of discipline and 
efficiency capable of meeting the 
short-service soldiers of the Con- 
tinent, numbers of whom, of course, 
have been called to the colours in 
a comparatively raw state. It is 
Lord Kitchener's stated intention 
not to employ the first category 
abroad until they reach a standard 
of efficiency which would enable 
them to do credit to the British 
‘Army on foreign service. » To ensure 
this they will be repeatedly inspect- 
ed and reported on from time to 
time. 

‘The training of the second cate- 
gory for home service will, likewise, 
proceed continuously. But here the 
Part ‘ime principle will operate 
very much on the lines of the com 
mando system obtaining among the 
Boers in South Afri ‘The family 
and business obligations of those 
who cannot afford to withdraw from 
them entirely, but who are eager to 
verve their country in the present 
emergency, will be studied. 
such, when necessary, leave will be 
given from time to time to attend 
to urgent priv 

Meantime it is not desired to re- 
eruit the Territorial Force above 
its present establishment, no doubt 
because this would compete with 
the new Army which Lord Kitchen- 
er is raising. But as soon as the 
Foreign Service category is ready to 
take its place in the field all units 
from which it has been drawn will, 
doubtless, be allowed to recruit up 
to their proper strength. 

Such is the plan which our ablest 
organizer has designed to enable us 
to grapple firmly with the emergency 
which is upon us. It is admirably 
adapted to all sections of our pope 
lation and does much to clear the 
future of doubt and perplexity. The 
Territorial Army will win a degree 
of prestige which they have never 
yet possessed, and should they be 
called upon to meet an enemy in the 
field they cannot fail to be encour- 
aged by the reflexion thag little 
Belgium's gallant resistance has 
been achieved by what are very 
largely Territorial soldiers.

Japanese in Shantung. 

A Peking teleeram reports that 
in military cireles, the opinion is 
expressed that should Japen really 
want to invade Tsinan, her action 
wonld be paramount to forcing and 
iu ing China in breaking dip- 
lomatic relations with her; the Gov- 
ernment is being urged to take 
Precautionary measures and make 
preparations for the wo 

A Tsinan telegram gives the fol- 
lowing news :—

Inh (60 li from Weihsien) on Sep- 
tember it again receded and 
went only to Ts’ingchow on Sep-

| Chontaum which is only 160 li (50 
niles) from Trinan, the capital of 
Shamtung. 
About a dozen Japanese scouts 
have arrived at Poshan. where they 
j inspected and surveyed the glass 
factory, the coal mines and some 
other works. The Prefect’s order 
i that they should leave Poshen, has 
heen ignored. 

From Pingtu, over 100 Japanese 
cavalry and 800 infantry have de 
narted. taking a westerly direction. 
Thev passed several villages, in- 
cludine Changchichuang. Kuchuang 
and Tachang. They halted at 
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Mengcheng, north of Ch’anglub. 
They have since occupied the rail- 
way stations at Taipaochuang, 
Changling and Tahlfou, 

The railway station master at 
Ts'ingchow was arrested and 
brought by the Japanese to Wei- 
hsien, where he was shot. Mr. 
Li, a telegraph operator at Woi- 
hsien has also been shot dead by 
the Japanese simply because he 
happened to be a graduate from a 
Chino-German School. Eight or 
nine Chinese policemen at Fang- 
tse have been arrested and im- 
prisoned by Japanese, 

The Japanese are transporting 
rice in over 100 wagons from Ping- 
tu to some place in the south. 
Military telegraph wires have been 
put up from Pingtu to that place 
in the south. They are now build- 
ing another line to connect Laichow. 


A Scheme of Road Improvement. 

The Chinese Bund begins from 
the terminus of the French Bund 
and ends at the extreme south point 
of Nantao, In many parts, this

At present, in view of the large 
numbers of coolies that have been 
thrown out of employment by the 
European war, Admiral Tseng and 
Taoyin Yang have conferred — to- 
gether as to the feasibility of put- 
ting the road improvement scheme 
into execution, not on'y on 
the Bund but throughout Nan- 
tao, if funds permit, The poorer 
classes would get employment, 
while the Chinese town would have 
good roads. By their order, the 
Land Survey Office and the Office 
of Works and Taxes have submit- 
ted plans and estimates of cost, 
which, it is reported, their Excel- 
lencies have approved. Probably 
work will begin as soon as a suffi- 
vient number of coolies have been 
enlisted. The Chinese Bund will 
he widened by filling up the shallow 
part of the Huangpu river wherever 
such is possible without encroach- 
ing upon the shipping route. 


A Model Army Corps. 

Owing to the inadequate strength 
of the regular troops stationed in 
the metropolitan capital and its 
‘wighbourhood, an order to recruit 
and form a model Army Corps was 
sued by the President some time 
The full strength of this 
rps will be composed of four 
‘livisions. Up to the present, only 
‘ne Mixed Sub-Division has been 
formed, and the new troops are 
‘ficered and are beiug trained by 
ficers and corporals selected and 
transferred from the Fourth Divi- 
‘ion of tho regular army, the main 
bortion of which force has beon 
r to Shanghai and Sung- 
Kiang asa result of last years 























rebellion. President Yuan has 
testified his eager desire to see 
this Corps attain its full sirength 
as soon as possible by having just 
appointed Field Marshal Wang 
Shi-cheng to be Commander of its 
Ist Division, the Hon. Yuan Ko- 
is son, Commander of its 2nd 
Division, General Lu Chin, Com- 
mander of its 3rd Division, and 
General Chang Chi-yao, Commander 
of its 4th Division. 

A circular telegram informing 
the provincial authorities of these 
appointments has reached Admiral 
Tseng Ju-cheng, our military Gov- 
ernor. 


‘Mid-Avtuom and Other Holidays. 

All Government offices suspend- 
ed business and all Chinese officials 
and public servants were allowed 
to enjoy a holiday in honour of the 
Chinese mid-autumn festival. 

However, many members of the 
military and police forces were 
deprived of their day of rest and 
merriment by the necessity of 
keeping up vigilant precautions 
against the rumoured outbreak of 
disturbance. At many points, 
double military patrols were sent 
on duty, armed with loaded rifles. 
by order of Brigade-General Tsang, 
while the Chinese Constabulary 
were also ordered by their Chief 
to be more than ever on the alert, 
extra armed police being sent on 
special duty everywhere. 

In commemoration of the Wuchang 
Revolution, October 10 will be 
observed as a general holiday 
throughout the Republic. On that 
day the administrative and judicial 
yaméns, the Chinese Police. and 
other public and private offices will 
all cease to transact business. 


News trom Peking. 

‘Ting Cheng-to, President of the 
Audit Bureau, died about noon on 
October 5. 

The Government has appointed 
Fang Jen-yuan, a secretary in the 
Ministry of Communications, to be 
Manager of the China Development 
and Savings Bank which is about to 
be established. Chen Tung-chi and 
Pao Sing-cho have been appointed 
sub-mani and a board of six 
directors bas been formed, including 
Mi. Sih Fu-mou, the chief manager 
of the Bank of China, ‘The capital 
will bo furnished by the Ministry of 
Finance. It is said that the new 
bank will be formally opened on 
October 15, offices having been 
secured within a banking house in 
Coal Market Street, Peking. There 
is a report that the Bank is estab- 
lished for the purpose of issuing a 
sort of prize-bearing savings re- 
ceipts, very much like lottery tickets. 


Japanese in Shantung. 
According to a Peking telegram, 
popular feeling has been somewhat 
stirred up by the bold interpellation 
addressed by the Tsanchengyuon to 
the President, with regard to the 
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Japanese activities in Shantung. 
The natives of Shantung in Peking 
propose to hold a meeting to discuse 
the situation on October 9. They 
are strenuously bringing pressure 
upon the Peking Constabulary to 
grant them special permission to 
hold this meeting, as mass meetings 
are not allowed by the Government. 


First Step to Relieve Goolies. 

In pursuance of an order from the 
Central Government, the local 
Chinese authorities have taken stepe 
towards relieving the distress of the 
unemployed coolies in Shanghai. 
One of the measures proposed is the 








construction of carriage roads, 
known as maloo, in Chaokapang 
and other places. The work of 


road-making was started at Chaoka- 
ang on October 6. Early on that © 
lay, between 600 and 700 coolies 
formerly employed on the wharves 
and at the godowns in Pootung 
flocked to the Office of Works there, 
clamouring for engagement. The 
Superintendent had to use persua- 
sive and soothing language to these 
honest but now desperate men, be- 
fore he succeeded in dismissing half 
their number. About 360 were kept 
for the work, as at the outset that 
number would be quite sufficient. 
The rest were told to wait another 
day or two; and they appeared 
rather comforted upon receiving the 
assurance that if work on all the 
roads should start at once, between 
4,000 and 5,000 coolies would find 
employment. 


‘The Kiangnan Arsenai. 

In view of the depletion of stocks 
of all kinds of arms at the Arsenal, 
the Director has obtained sanction 
from the Ministry of War to resume 
work. But as a monthly subsidy of 
$30,000 only has been promised by 
the Government, Admiral Tseng and 
the Arsenal staff have been busily 
engaged in arriving at a decision as 
to what department should be given 
the preference, as a general resump- 
tion of work is out of the question 
It is now understood that the gun- 
manufacturing department, being 
the most important branch in the 
Arsenal, shall start operations first. 
This means the partial resumption of 
work in some other departments 
kindred to gun-making, such as steel, 
iron. and ammunition factories. 
The staff has to be reduced, and 
many old hands are greatly dis- 
appointed at having to remain idle 
by no fault of their own after such 
protracted and patient waiting. 


Counterfeiters in French Concession, 

M. Xavier, Acting Chief of the 
French Police, has, upon information 
received, unearthed a secret den of 
counterfeiters in one of the houses 
in the Old Cemetery Road. Large 
numbers of forged notes on many 
banks, and a complete outfit of 
machivery were ooized. But the 
guilty party had got wind of the 
raid and deoamped.

The lose of the enemy was 
one officer_killed, forty-seven 
corpses were abandoned on the 
field and six soldiers captured. 
Our casualties were five killed and 
eight wounded. 

"The enemy is still continuously 
attacking us from both land and 
sex. On October 4 our heavy 
artillery fired on the gunboat Ttis. 
The four shots evidently struck 
her for she retired out of range.

GREAT NERVOUSNESS IN

Hsuchoufu, Oct. 6. 

The situation in Shantung is be- 
ing very acutely felt at this plece. 
We pity little or no attention to the 
wild rumours, but we ere forced to 
give heed to the actualities which 
the situation has forced upon us. 

The chief of these is the financial 
disorganization produced, Even 
since the operations in Shantung 
began there has been a steady 
stream of cautious men to this place 
who have bought up all the silver 
they could carry away, exchanging 
the bulky copper therefor. The 
first explanation ‘was that this was 
due simply to the great mart of 
eastern Shantung being unable to 
supply silver dollars any longer for 
the use of its internal trade. 

But it is now very evident that 
it is a panic measure, and that our 
Shantung neighbours are simply 
getting their money into the 
convenient form to bury out 
sight of possible marauders, Only 
once before has the dolla: ever 
reached the dizsy height of 1400 
copper cash, but that price is being 
freely offered to-day. The effect on 
trade is obvious, for all sales here: 
are made in copper, while silver 
dollars must be remitted to the 
ports in payment of obligations. 
Tmporters are forced to make sharp 
rises in their prices and then be 
loaded with a mags of copper they 
cannot easily handle.

Amban at Urga, ‘The Hutuktu 
and the Mongol Princes were 
again to receive allowances from 


China, and the ancient ceremony of 
receiving them in audience was to 
be restored, while official corres- 
pondence was to be conducted ac- 
cording to the Chinese system and 
terms. 

‘The Mongolian State and the 
Mongolian Ministers were to be 
abolished. ‘The conclusion of 
treaties was tobe the exclusive 
right of the Chinese Government 
and all diplomatic affeirs should 
be carried on through Chinese 
officials. 

In the event of disorders hina 
was to have the right to send troops 
into Outer Mongolia, while military 
instructors were to be invited to 
serve Mongolia only by special per- 
mission of the Chinese Government. 

The Mongolian delegates also 
presented @ written declaration in 
which it was ‘stated that Mongolia.

Chinese Agreement and that the 
Mongols understood that suzerainty 
represented only deprivation of 
their ‘right to conclude political 
and territorial agreements,

TRAGEDY IN SHAOHSING

Shaohsing, Oct. 5. 
Yesterday = sed catastrophe hap- 
pened here in one of the city 
temples. The Middle of the Eighth 
Moon is not only the Mid-Autumn 
Festival but also the birthday of 
Dring Wong, to hundreds of women 
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spent the night in the temples tel- 
ling their beads and saying their 
prayers. In the district temple of 
Saning, the main building on Sun- 
day morning collapsed and buried 
some fifty or sixty people 
beneath the ruins. The casualties 
were fourteen killed and some thirty 
seriously injured. Most of the in- 
jured were taken to the Christian 
Hospital and are now under the care 
ot Dr, Goddard.

ARMED ROBBERY NEAR 
CARTER ROAD. 

Another armed robbery in Bub 
bling Well district occurred late on 
Wednesday night, resulting in the 
shooting of two men, one fatally. 
From the details to hand, it acrecie 
that a number of men, armed with 
automatic pistols, entered an ex- 
change shop near the Tsang Ka-zah 
alleyway, off Carter Road. They 
threatened the inmates, and stole 
about 8195 in money. 

A man and his wife, hearing shouts 
of “fire,” rushed out of their house 
and when approaching the shop, the 
man suddenly fell and complained 
of great pain. His wife, who had up 
to that time no knowledge that 
robbers were in the vicinity, thought 
that her husband had slipped on the 
wet pavement, and that the report 
she heard was the explosion of a 
cracker in the exchange shop. On 
examining him, however, she found 
that he had been shot, and he died 
very shortly afterwards, 

A man in the exchange shop was 
also shot, but his wound is not 
dangerous. After leaving the shop, 
the robbers made off to the west- 
ward, and although a search was 
made for them by the police, they 
were not discovered. 

An inquest was held on the body 
of the deceased man at the Mixed 
Court on Thursday morning before 
Mr. F. T. Johnson, American Asses- 
sor, and Magistrate Nieh. It trans- 
pired that the man was employed in 
‘Neil's bakery, and it is not known 
how he was shot. 

Detective Sergt, Sullivan said thet 
according to the statement of the 
man-who was wounded in the shop, 
five robbers entered. They told him 
not to make 4 noise, and immediately 
one of them fired at him. 

A verdict to the effect that the 
deceased was shot by robbers was 
returned.

M. SUPREME 
COURT.

Shanghai Municipal Council v. 
H. Cooper. . 
This was a claim in the name of 


W. E. Leveson, Secretary of the 
Municipal Council for the Commun- 
ity of Shanghai, against H. Cooper. 
‘The plaintiff's claim was in regard 
to work done, services renderéd and 
goods supplied to the defendant 
from April 12 to April 20 in con- 
nexion with the Garden City féte, 
the particulars being:—April 15 and 
16, hire of the Public Band, Tis. 
512; April 15 to 18, extra insurance 
on the Town Hall, Tis, 299.72; April 
12 to 20, electricity consumed for 
temporary lighting and heating, 
‘Tis. 267,90; making a total of Tis. 
1,102.02, 

Mr. E. S. Moberly Bell appeared 
for the plaintiffs, while Mr. J. C. E. 
Douglas appeared for the defendant, 

Mr. Bell said that this was a 
claim for over Tis. 1,100, for work 
for which the defendant was respon- 
sible in connexion with the Garden 
City féte. He understood that it 
was not proposed to contest the 
claim, but that the defendant had a 
counter-claim or set-off for a sum 
about the same or exceeding the 
claim. Of course strictly speaking, 
if it was a counter-claim he could 
insist on the defendant going to the 
Court of Consuls, but he had agreed 
to submit to the jurisdiction of the 
Court. He therefore asked that the 
defendant be ordered to file his 
counter-claim. 

His Lordship made the order. 














v. S. COURT FOR 
CHINA.

His Honour delivered his deci 
ion on the demurrer as to jurisdic 
tion in this case, filed by Mr. 8.

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His Honour said that the first 
count of the amended information 
in the case charged the defendant 
with the crime of allowing a pris 
oner to escape. To this count a 
demurrer was interposed on 
ground that it charged an offence 
committed outside the territorial 
jurisdiction of that Court and of 
‘which that Court had not jurisdic. 
tion, 

Counsel for the demurrant, the 
decision continued, in his argument, 
Jay great stress upon those 
phrases in the early treaties be- 
tween the United States and China 
by which the former reserves juris- 
diction over offences committed in 
the Inter country. The original 
(Cushing) Treaty does indeed pro- 
vide that “citizens of the United 
Btates who may commit any crime’ 
in China shall be subject to be tried 
and punished only by the Consul, 
or other publio functionary of the 
“United States, thereto authori 
according to the laws of the United 

















Btates.” The language of the 
wecond treaty is somewhat broader, 
to wit, “citizens of the United 


States, either on shore or on any 
merchant vessel, who may insult, 
trouble or wound the persons or 
injure the property of Chinese, or 
commit any other improper act in 
China, shall be punished only by 
the Consul, or other public funo- 
tionary thereto authorized, accord- 
ing to the laws of the | United 





Under this provision American 
juriediction is not limited to 
offences committed on land, nor 
necessarily to those committed 
within the marine league, for the! 
language used seems sufficient to 
cover offences “on any merchant, 
vessel” (of China) anywhere on the 
high seas, such vessels being 
“treated as part of the territory 
of their flag” for many purposes. 

In 1848 Congress passed the first 
act designed to put into effect such 
treaty rights and therein appears 
® further extension of consular 
jurisdiction. Here it will be seen 
that the territorial jurisdiction is 
extended beyond China to the Por- 
tuguese Colony of Macao, By the 
Act of 1860 a joint provision was 
made for the exercise of extrater- 
sitorial jurisdiction in several 
countries, including China, Japan 
and Siam, the Ministers and 
Consuls of the United Stares there 
in being “fully empowered to ar- 
raign and try in the manner herein 
provided all citizens of the United 
Btates charged with offences against, 
law which shall be committed in 
such countries respectively.” 

It will thus be noticed thet for 
nearly a score of years after the 
negotiation of our original treaty 
with China there was 6 gradual 
extension of territorial jurisdiction 
for American courts in Far Eastern 
‘countries and that it was no longer 
onfined strictly to the limits of 
such countries, In e leading case 








involving the commission of the| the 
crime of murder on an American 
vessel in the harbour of Yokohama 
it was held that such Courts had 
concurrent jurisdiction with the 
domestic tribunals of the United 
States in respect to ssid crime, al- 
though it was actually committed 
on the “high seas,” which term was 
defined as including “ waters on the 
sea coast without the boundaries of 
low water mark.” 

The treaty of 184 between the
